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BEIRUT (UPI), — Heavy fighting 
raged along the southeast.

Reports from the region said 
fierce over-night artillery, mortar, 
and machlnegun duels between 
P&lestizxi&n-Leb&nese leftists 
rightist militiamen continued 
through early morning. 

Leftist reports said the nhiiHng 
triggered a rash of fires in leftist and 
Palestinian held towns, destroyed a 
number of houses and left at least 
three dead and eight wounded. 

Leftist and Palestinian re p or t s 
said rightist and Israeli shelling h aft 
sparked the latest clashes. No 
casualty reports -were immediately 
available from the rightist positions 
In Marjayoun and other nearby 
hilltop positions. 

Rightist officials repeated charges 
.that the Palestinians hmt triggered 
the sharp escalation in the fighting 
since Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin went public early last week 
with his country's military backing 
of the rightist forces. 

Rightist newspapers yesterday 
carried remarks by right-wing 
Phalanglat leader Camille Chaxnoun 


saying only if the Palestinians mov- 
ed to implement the Syrian- 
engineered peace accord, could they 
effectively “explode the bridges 
Israel is trying to build in the south.” 

. Lebanese government officials, 
meanwhile, continued intensive 
behind-the-scenes contacts with 
representatives of the warring fac- 
tions. 

The peace plan — calling for a 
mutual troop pullback and creation 
of a 15 km demilitarised zone near 
the frontier — was slated to begin 
with official Lebanese notification of 
all-ypartics of the Intention to se nd 
regular Lebanese army troops to the 
area for the first time. 

The notification, which should 
have come as early as Monday under 
the plan, has been delayed. 
Lebanese and Palestinian sources 
' said the delay was linked to die steep 
escalation in the border fi ghRwg over 
the past week. 

The official Beirut radio reported 
that Foreign Minister Fuad Butros 
met with U.S. ambassador Richard 
Parker yesterday. It said Parker 
relayed a message from U.S. 
Secretary of State Qyrua Vance 
related to the latter's recent visit in \

Somalia warns Ethiopia 
against widening its war 


MOGADISHU. Somalia (UPI). — 
Somalia has again warned it will go 
to war if Ethiopia recruits foreign 
troops to try to crush Somali-backed 
guerrillas or Eritrean secessionists 
fighting Addis Ababa forces on two 
fronts. 

I - ‘The Hying of the 

secessionist wars in Ethiopia could 
trigger off a major war" the official 
government radio said yesterday. 

It added, “The Somali govern- 
ment, in fulfilment of its obligations 
toward the liberation movements, 
will be compelled to go to war if a 
foreign force enters the conflicts 
between the Addis Ababa regime 
versus the Western Somalis and 
Eritreans.” 

The Western Somali Liberation 
Front (W8LF) claims it has seized 97 
percent of Ethiopia's southeast 
Ogaden desert region In a lightning 
- thrust which began in early June. 

After flying Is thousands of rein- 
forcements, the Ethiopians have 
now consolidated along a line of 


mountains guarding the rest of 
-Ethiopia and officials In Addis 
_Ab aba said a counter-offensive is im- 
minent. . “ - 

Ethiopia said recently it “did not 
i need any foreign troops" to fight its 
wars. A UPI correspondent in Addis ' 
• Ababa said there was no sign of an 
i impending influx of . soldiers or 
mercenaries from overseas. 

In an escalating propaganda war, 
-however, Ethiopia countered that 
Iraqi, Syrian and Egyptian pilots 
were aiding the Somalis, who were 
themselves deeply involved in the 
Ogaden fighting. 

Somalia has denied its troops are 
in the Ogaden. 

The Eritrean Liberation Front 
meanwhile said yesterday seven of 
its guerrillas had been killed in 
clashes with the rival Eritrean 
Popular Liberation Front 

If confirmed, the incidents could 
si gnal a renewal of bloody disputes 
between the two farces which have 
■ erupted sporadic ally since 1972.

Observers believe, however, 
that the selling spree will be short- 
lived, with the market stabilizing at 
a lower level, with only selective 
buying expected at that point 

The large sell-off follows a spec- 
tacular period of buying which saw 
prices rising by an average of 80 per 
cent in the last few months. 

The financial sector was the centre 
of yesterday’s activity, as a total of 
ILlOlm. was traded in financial 
shares, and convertible debentures’ 
amounting to another TT.iBm .

Tbtal turnover yesterday reached 
ILl35m., which was almost identical 
with Tuesday’s record high. Only 
this time investors were taking 
money out of the market, instead of 
pumping it in.

change. Tet It is clear that the

Tb place matters in the proper 
perspective one must accept the 
following premises: hivesting is an 
operation which; after thorough 
analysis, promises safety of -prin- 
cipal and a satisfactory return. 
Operations not meeting these re-, 
qulrements are speculative. If there 
is such a concept as intelligent 
speculation, it is the taking of risk 
that appears justified after carefully 
weighing the pros and cons. 

The recent spectacular rise in the 
price level of equities has no parallel 
locally or on other overseas 
securities e x c han ges. Statistics do 
not lie. Since June of this year the 
General Share Index of the Central 
Bureau of Statistics has rises by 
almost 80 per cent. Hundreds of 
millions of pounds have been thrown 
into the market as it has spiralled 
ever higher and higher. 

The most recent rise was Inspired 
by statements by the new Minister of 
Finance Slmha Ehrlich. He has said 
outright that the Likud favours the 
expansion of the activities of the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, as a major 
tool In the furthering of the Israeli 
capital market. The concept is that 
companies should rely on the ex- 
change to, raise fresh capital for 
their needs. Cbncomntitantly there 
will be less reliance on the govern- 
ment and on the financial In- 
stitutions.

U.S. ‘disappointed’ by 
move across Green Line

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is 
"deeply disappointed" that the 
Israel government has ignored 
President Jimmy Carter's appeals . 
to avoid establishing new 
settlements in the administered 
territories before the reconvening of 
the Geneva conference. 

American Ambassador in Israel 
Samuel Lewis wap yesterday in- 
structed to convey this official U.S. 
disappointment to toe Israel govern- 
ment The UJ3. had not received ad- 
vance Information about the deci- 
sion. 

State Department spokesman 
Bbdding Carter, bombarded with 
questions on this issue during yester- 
day's press briefing, was 
deliberately restrained in bis 
public comments, apparently under 
orders not to inflame what seqpns to 
be developing as a major source of 
Irritation between Washington and 
Jerusalem. 

Publicly, the spokesman came to 
the briefing prepared only to say 
that the U.S. has seen the reports of 
yesterday's decision . on the three 
settlements. “We are now in conver- 
- sation with them (Israel) about this 
announcement at our ambassado ri al 
level." he said. 

“I would just restate the obvious," 
be continued. “Our position on the 
West Bank and on settlements on toe 
West Bank Is unchanged." He called 
attention to the many recent 
statements on this issue by Presi- 
dent Carter and Secretary of State 
Vance and himself. “I don't i 
. really have to run through them 
again." 

In the past, American leaders- 
have denounced these settlements, 
claiming they are illegal under inter- 
national law and are obstacles to 
peace. Carter reiterated this position 
last month when Israel legalized 
three existing settlements on the 
West Bank. 

Asked yesterday whether the 
latest Israel decision could be seen 
as being a deliberately provocative 
act. in light of the president's re- 
quest to delay any new settlements, 
the State Department spokesman 
replied cautiously. “I'm really not 
prepared to interpret anything right ' 
now. We are going to be talking to 
the Israelis today. Maybe IT1 have 


something else to say after (Am- 
bassador Lewis’ 1 report is relayed to 
us." 

The spokesman said that Lewis 
will “clearly restate our position" to 
the Israeli government. 

Asked whether it could be assum- 
ed that the U.S. did not receive ad- 
vance warning of the decision, the 
spokesman replied: “I think that’s a 
fair assumption." 

to private, however, officials here 
did not conceal the fact that they 
were upset over the Israel move. 
Pro-Israel spokesmen here were 
concerned yesterday over the un- 
favourable reaction that such Israel 
moves would have in the American 
media. 

The decision approving the three 
settlements follows Sunday’s an- 
nouncement that additional services 
and rights would be granted to West . 
Bank and Gaza Strip residents — a 
decision that was also irritating to 
Washington because it could have 
political significance. The ad- 
ministration here bas been trying to 
maintain toe status quo during these 
weeks leading up the UN General 
Assembly opening, when the U.S. 
will continue exploratory talks with 
Israel and Arab foreign ministers in 
an effort to get a negotiating process 
started. 

There were no representations 
yesterday between the State Depart- 
ment and the Israel Embassy. The 
Israeli decision came as a surprise 
to Israeli diplomats here, who also 
apparently had no advance warning 
of it. 

The decision was receiving con- 
siderable radio and television ex- 
posure yesterday. 

Some observers here were making 
the point that toe Begin government, 
upset over recent U.S. overtures to 
the PLO, was perhaps seeking to res- 
pond “in kind.” 

Meanwhile, ferae 1 Ambassador 
D inltz met on Tuesday evening brief- 
ly with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance to discuss arrangements for 
Foreign Minister Mo she Dayan’s 
forthcoming visit here. Israel of- 
ficials said that the question of tbe 
additional settlements was not rais- 
ed. 

Israel officials said that Vance 
also conveyed additional Im- 
pressions he had during his final 
stopover in the Arab world. 


Three more 

settlements for 
Judea/Samaria

The Ministerial Settlement 
Committee yesterday approved 
the establishment of the three 
new settlements on the West 
Bank, according to Israel Radio. 

The Cabinet spokesman, Arye 
Naor, refused to confirm or deny 
the report last night, saying only 
that the committee had decided 
to implement decisions of the 
previous Labour government 
"which for some reason hadn't 
been carried out." 

The apparently authoritative radio 
report said the new settlements 
would be established south of 
Tulkarm, at Mevo Horan, in the 
Ayalon Valley, and at 7atta. 
between Hebron and Beersheba. 

A member of the former Cabinet 
confirmed to The Jerusalem Post 
last night that the Rabin government 
had indeed decided to establish 
settlements at the Mevo Horon and 
Tulkarm area sites in 1877-78. He 
said he did not recall any decision to 
establish a settlement at 7 a tta “but 
not because of any objection in prin- 
ciple.” 

A settlement was proposed at Yat- 
ta on land owned by the Jewish 
National Fund in order to “fill in toe 
gap” between Hebron and 
Beersheba, the former Minister 
said, but the proposal did not have 
top priority. 

Tbe first two sites are close enough 
to the former Green Line and 
strategically important enough to 
fall easily within the context of 
“minor border adjustments," at 
least as far as Israel interests are 
concerned. Tbe Tulkarm area is at 
the narrow waist of pre-1967 Israel. 


Atherton: Would consider proposals 
to change 242 ‘on their merits’

WASHINGTON. — Tbe U.S. is ap- 
parently sending conflicting signals 
regarding its stand should an effort 
get started to change UN Security 
Council Resolution 242. 

The State Department's 
spokesman, Hoddlng Carter, told 
r e po rters on Tuesday that the U.S. 
would oppose on effort to revise toe 
resolution in any way or to supersede 
tbe resolution with a new one. 

■ But yesterday morning, during a 
breakfast meeting with reporters. 
Assistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton left the door ajar slightly 
for America possibly going along 
with such an effort. He said that the 
UJ1. would have to consider any 
resolution introduced at the Council 
.on Its merits. 

Atherton did make It clear that the 
U.S. prefers not to see the scene of 
Arsb-Israeli negotiations shift to toe 
Security Council for fear that efforts 
would get bogged down in public 
rhetoric. 

‘ At yesterday's daily briefing, 
■pokesman Carter said that be stood 
by Ms .original clear-cut statements 


of toe day before. He said that he did 
not know what Atherton bad-said. He 
assumed that no change in U.S. 
policy had taken place overnight and 
would try to clear up toe apparent 
discrepancy. 

France Is reportedly interested in 
replacing resolution 242 with a new 
one which would Include the exact 
language of the original with one in- 
sertion — recognizing the need for a 
Palestinian homeland. Israel would 
oppose such a change. 

Israeli officials have said that 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance had 
assured them the U.S. would veto 
any new resolution. 

Meanwhile, the spokesman yester- 
day condemned Tuesday’s terrorist 
bombing of a bus In Israel, but refus- 
ed to condemn the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization per se. “We con- 
demn whoever was responsible, "-be 
said. 

When a reporter pointed out that 
the PLO had claimed responsibility 
for the incident and asked why toe 
State Department was not condem- 
ning that organization for doing so, 
the spokesman said that the U.S. 
does not yet have a full report on the 


bombing and Indicated that the 
PLO’a role in it was not asolutely cer- 
tain. In response to a question, he 
said that the bombing was an 
"obstacle to peace.” 

Late yesterday afternoon Rabbi 
Al exan der Schindler, chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of Ma- 
jor American Jewish Organizations , 
was due to meet with Under- 
secretary of State Philip Habib and 
Atherton to hear about the Vance 
mission to the Middle East Today 
Ambassador Simcha Dinitz reports 
on the Vance trip to the Presidents' 
Conference during a meeting in New 
York. 

Tbe spokesman yesterday denied a 
report that Vance and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat had exchanged 
messages. He said that there has 
been no direct or Indirect contact 
between the U.S. and the PLO other 
than the continued U.S. efforts to 
make Washington's positions on 
various Issues clear to Arab 
governments, who In turn notify toe 
PLO of the U.S. stand. 

He said that the U.S. had no new In- 
formation about any change in the 
PLO 's attitude toward resolution 242. 


Nazi Kappler likely 
to remain free man 


LUENEBURG, West Germany. — 
Escaped Nad war criminal Herbert 
Sappier la in the Lueneburg area 
where he will probably be allowed to 
live out his life a free man, public 
prosecutor Gerhard Reifenberg said 
yesterday. 

He told reporters that Sappier — 
Hitler’s wartime Gestapo chief In 
Rome — was In his district. Bui he 
said'h e could not reveal toe exact ad- 
dress tor security reasons. 

Sappier, whose escape has 
provoked a diplomatic row between 
Italy and West Germany, was ser- 
ving a life sentence for the 1944 
massacre of 835 Italians in reprisal 
for the killing of 80 German soldiers 
In Rome by partisans. 

Italian Prime Minister Giulio An- 
dreotti called off a meeting schedul- 
ed for tomorrow with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
there Is mounting pressure in Italy 
for Kappler ’a extradition, which 
West Germany says is Impossible 
under Its constitution.

Meyer Lansky, now 76, wants to pay us a visit

Meyer Lansky wants tocome back 
to Israel for 'a visit and istendi 

applying to the government for per- 
mission. Lansky. 76, onetime 
reputed American Mafia boss who 
now lives in retirement in Miami, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that he had been asked by his local 
B’nal B’rith lodge to join a trip and 
very much, wanted to do so. 

In a telephone interview he said, 
“A lot oi peopie that don't know (the 
! circumstances under which he was 
i forced to leave Israd five years ago) 
r can’t understand why. I can't go to 
Israel. I can go to Europe or 
anywhere else..." 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
last night he did not know What. he 
would decide if Lansky applied for a 
tourist visa. He spoke of the present 
"hysterical situation" in Israel, a 
r-eference to the current in- 
vestigations into and exposes of 
alleged "organized crime" rackets. 

Lansky wss expelled from Israel 
in 1972 after his application for 
Citizenship under the Law of Return 
was rejected by Dr. Borg. He had

Uved here on a tourist vlaa for over a 

year. Lansky’s appeal to the, High 
Cburt of Justice was turned down by 
a five-man bench, headed by then- 
Court President Shimon Agranat. 

The minister had cited a clause In 
the Law of Return which empowers 
him to deny citizenship to anyone 
“with a criminal past likely to en- 
danger the welfare of the state.” 

Lansky emplaned to South 
America, but was turned away by 
several countries there and even- 
tually flew back to the U.S. where he 
was- arrested and charged with tax 
evasion. (Officials In Israel denied at 

the time that there had been 
pressure from America to secure hfo 
deportation.) After drawn-out legal 
proceedings he was acquitted on all 
the counts against him. 

Lansky -said yesterday that he had 
long wanted to visit Israel again but 
had been advised that no govern- 
ment politician would want to res- 
cind his deportation order. 

After the election, bis hopes had 
been buoyed, “but now with all the 
crime that's going on there .- You 
know, it's just people's opinions ... 


But what the devil have I got to do 
with all that crime...?" 

“I've got a conviction for 
gambling," Lansky continued, sar- 
castically, "which tea terrible, terri- 
ble thing.” (Lansky's only jail term 
was a three -month period in the ear- 
ly fifties for Illicit gambling.) He felt, 
that this record could be held up 
against him when he came to apply 
for a tourist visa. 

In the High Court hearings in 1972, 
the State Attorney, appearing for the 
Interior Ministry, conceded that 
Lansky’s record of convictions was 
.■minimal, but argued that this fact 
itself proved his power as an un- 
derworld bass to pervert the course 
of justice. 

Lansky's rabbi, Rabbi Dr. 
Shmaryahu Swlrsky of Cbngreg'ation 
Beth Jacob, told The Post last week 
that Lansky wanted to visi t Isra el 
"just out of love of the country." 
Swlrsky said that Lansky and his 
wife were “not getting any 
younger," and that Mrs. Lansky in 
particular was not at all well. "If 
they can't get to Israel soon, they 
might never be able to." the Rabbi 
observed.

"This help In providing for our 
friends was normal and we did not 
expect any medal. I have never 
stopped striving for the realization of 
human rights and at this time I find 
myself in a state of necessity. In 
great necessity and In a race against 
death, this remains my aim." 

Tbe newspaper “Bild Zeitung" 
said yesterday that Mrs. Kappler 
told one of its reporters some months 
ago: “The more they hate Herbert 
Kappler, the more I love him. My

Ehrlich hints 
at tax hikes 
in the areas 


Jerusalem Post Staff 

GAZA (Itimi . — Finance Minister 
Slmha Ehrlich said yesterday that 
the government does not at this 
stage have any exact estimate of 
what it will cost to implement the 
decision taken this week to equalize 
conditions in the administered 
territories with those in Israel. 

Speaking to newsmen during a 
tour of the Gaza Strip. Ehrlich did, 
however, hint at possible tax in- 
creases for the local population — 
“There is no such thing as bookkeep- 
ing without debit and credit." he told 
one reporter in response to a ques- 
tion on whether the government in- 
tends to increase taxes. 

The Minister also said that the 
government “has reserve funds'* for 
the eventual elimination of tbe 
refugee camps in the Gaza Strip, 
although he painted out that this was 
not on the agenda at present. He 
stressed, however, that every effort 
would be made to improve con- 
ditions In the camps. 

Ehrlich also met with West Bank 
Chamber of Commerce leaders 
yesterday, and made it clear to them 
that the government's new policy 
was dictated by humanitarian and 
not by political considerations. The 
businessmen expressed their 
satisfaction that they would have 
direct ties with the Treasury, com- 
plaining that this had not been the 
case under the previous govern- 
ment. 

They complained, however, that 
the Value Added Tax was difficult to 
. administer in the West Bonk, and 
' asked Ehrlich to have it rescinded. 
The minister made it clear that, 
while he was prepared to.dlscusa the 
. problem, there was no possibility of 
1 the tax being circumvented.

Hurvitz promises to 
maintain capital for 
development towns

DIMONA, — Industry. Commerce 
and Tourism Minister Ylgal Hurvitz 
told a gathering of 26 development 
town mayors at the community cen- 
tre here yesterday that he will act to 
prevent cutbacks In “directed 
credit" and working capital from 
affecting industry in their towns. 

Hurvitz was speaking at a gather- 
ing of mayors from the Negev and 
the Galilee Intended to acquaint him 
with their problems before he begins 
work as head of the Ministerial Com- 
mittee for Development Towns. 

Hurvitz suggested to the mayors 
that the time for crying is over. "Tell 
about your success stories. The more 
you complain on television and 
radio, the less people will be 
motivated to move to your towns." 
he said. 

He also indicated that he would 
work to create sophisticated in- 
dustries which will offer work oppor- 
tunities to students who return to 
their towns and find a lack of in- 
teresting jobs. 

Arad Mayor Avraham Shohat, 
head of the Committee of Mayors of 
Development Towns, said that the 
towns axe having problems because 


investment is down and aliya is 
"weak. He said that last year only 10.- 
000 persons moved Into the develop- 
ment areas, an average of about 30 
families per settlement. 

Baruch Venger, head of the Car* 
miel local council, criticized the 
Israel Lands Authority for asking 
"extremely high prices" In the 
Galilee for commercial land sale. He 
' suggested that 50 per cent of the 
price of the land could be returned to 
the development towns' budgets, for 
Increased services to residents. He 
added that since living in a develop- 
ment town is more expensive than in 
other areas, income tax deductions 
should be increased. 


Quality of life is another important 
factor, he said. A prospective resi- 
dent must know that he will receive a 
telephone within a week or two in- 
stead of waiting for two or three 
years, he said.

I said that offices of the Industry 
Ministry will be opened in Nazareth 
and Beersheba, and that his staff 
would be working in the field. He 
said that the staff would pay fre- 
quent visits to factories to check 
their progress. 


Knesset campaign costs 
reached IL97m. this year

Democracy is an expensive 
business, a summing up of party 
campaign spending shows. 

Apparently armed with a magnify- 
ing glass and a pocket calculator, the 
State Comptroller found that the 
country’s political parties spent 
IL9 7 ,092,351 in the course of the elec- 
tion campaign for the Ninth Knesset. 
Of this, I L6 9, 636 , 000 came from the 
state coffers — via the Treasury — 
under the Party Financing Law. 
which was enacted In 1973. Flatto 
Sharon's was the only contesting 
party that exceeded its lawful 
amount, the Comptroller said. 

In a report to Knesset Speaker 
Yitzhak Shamir yesterday, State 
Comptroller Yitzhak Nebenzahl 
suggests: 

• the law be more specific in defin- 
ing a "party" and a "faction” since 
obscurity and cross- meanings have 
led to possible confusion as to re- 
quirements for reporting under the 
law. 

• the ban on receipt of campaign 


contributions from local corporate 
entities be extended to foreign cor- 
porate entities. 

• the law be more specific on its use 
of the terms “election expenditures" 
and “expenditures in the election 
season." The vague wording, says 
the State Comptroller, led to some 
overspending by certain parties. 

Dr. Nebenzahl also objected to the 
practice of certain factions In repor- 
ting campaign contributions without 
disclosing the source. "Our conts&l 
thus has no way of knowing whether 
these funds came from a corporate 
entity, as proscribed by the la w...we 
were therefore compelled to rely on 
statements submitted by the fac- 
tions. I suggest that the Knesset con- 
sider having the law require repor- 
ting the source of all contributions." 

After reviewing the accounts of the 
15 parties that received state finan- 
cing aid, the State Comptroller found ‘ 
they had complied with the law. 
though “the faction 'Flatto Sharon' 
spent an amount substantially in ex- 
cess of what was permitted it under 
section 7(a) of the Party Financing 
Law, 1973."

PM meets non-orthodox rabbis

After over two hours of discussion 
on the Law of Return, Prime 
Minister Men&hem Begin and eight 
Conservative and Reform rabbis 
said their talks were conducted in a 
“spirit of mutual understanding and 
goodwill," but they declined to out- 
line the specific proposals that were 
raised. 

The session, which took place in 
the premier's bureau in Jerusalem, 
was also attended by Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and Religious 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzelra — whose ministries 
would be affected if the Knesset, 
decides to amend the law. 


The talks, interspersed with 
Talmud! cal tidbits, were a continua- 
tion of discussions conducted by 
Begin with four of the rabbis during 
his visit to New York last month. He 
Invited them to join him here to raise 
their objections to a possible amend- 
ment in greater detail. The rabbis 
claim that a change in the statue quo 
to require that conversions for Inclu- 
sion under- the Law of Return must 
be according to haiacha would upset 
millions of Conservative and Re form 
congregants abroad. 

“Positive proposals” to solve the 
problem were raised by both sides, 
according to an aide to the premier. 
Minister Abuhatzelra is known to 
have advocated the establishment In 


the U.S. of a rabbinical court com- 


prising representatives of all three 
vends in 


Judaism. The court would 
be responsible, according to this 
proposal, for granting conversions, 
and its rulings would be honoured by 
religions authorities in Israel. 

Begin and the rabbis agreed to. 
meet again before the f-our 
Americans return home next week. 

According to the premier's aide, 
the talks were conducted in a friend- 
ly atmosphere. He added that those 
present “a g r e ed unanimously" that 
whatever future steps might be 
taken would be “guided by 
reciprocal respect and the (need fen: 
the) unity of the Jewish People." 


Plan to extend 
Eilat airport 
approved 


The Transport Ministry has 
accepted the recommendations of 
the committee set up to look into tbe 
expansion of Eilat Airport, and has 
passed these on to the Airports 
Authority for further action. 

The ministry spokesman said last 
night that the committee, headed by 
the director of the Civil Aviation 
Authority, Yehuda Rabin, had made 
the following recommendations; 

• The existing runway should be 
lengthened by 800 metres and widen- 
ed by 4fi metres to enable it to handle 
long-range jet aircraft; 

« up-to-date navigation equipment 
and landing aids should be installed; 
*. The existing terminal should be 
enlarged by 3,000 square-metres to 
enable it to provide the type of ser- 
vices demanded by international 
charter passengers. 

The project, which will cost some 
ILSOm. at present prices, was un- 
animously approved by represen- 
tatives of £2 A1 and A rids, the pilots' 
association and the Eilat Mayor. It 
should be completed by autumn 
1978, and will serve the needs of jet' 
travel to Eilat for several years.

DMC not 
likely to 
respond

TEL AVIV. — Liberal Party leaders 
have initiated moves to persuade the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
to join the Likud coalition govern- 
ment. This was 'learned yesterday 
from DMC leadership circles here 
who were not optimistic as to the out- 
come. 

Premier Begln'a renewed appeal 
to the DMC during Monday’s special 
Knesset debate is said to have 
sparked Liberal hopes that they may 
still secure like-minded rein- 
forcements "for less mysticism" In 
policy-making. 


However, DMC leader Yigael 
Yadln yesterday offered little com- 
fort to the Liberals and to those of his 
followers who are enthusiastic about 
joining the Begin government. 
Speaking to DMC branch leaders at 
the B'nai B’rith hall in the afternoon, 
Prof. Yadin stressed that a specific 
offer would have to come from the 
Likud- in order to bring the-DMG 'to 
eve n - • -c»a aider-.-. re opening . 
negotiations to join tbe coalition. 


Yadin said that, in politics, nothing 
was final, and a new situation might 
emerge enabling the DMC to recon- 
sider its position. He was hardly 
complimentary to Premier Begin, 
saying the premier lacked all in- 
terest In matters outside security 
and foreign affairs. 

Hia fellow DMC member, Shmuel 
Tfcmlr MK, told the party council In 
the evening that when the Knesset 
reconvenes after the summer 
recess, the party will assume the 
role of “a fighting opposition." 


Yadin revealed that the DMC 
Knesset faction had so far. failed to 
secure other factions' support for 
convening a special Knesset session 
on the government's decision to 
grant equal public services in the 
territories. The Labour Party is now 
inclined to support such an Initiative, 
should. It find the government's ex- 
planation to the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Security Cbmmittee un- 
satisfactory. This Is what Yadin 
learned from Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres yesterday, he 
told the party council. 


The council — one-third of whose 
members are abroad on holiday — 
considered the party secretariat's 
proposal to return to the government 
ILlm. out of ILl.Sm. in state funds 
owed to the DMC.

Court recalled to hear armed CRIME REPORT 
diamond-robbery case 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — The District 
Court here was recalled from its 
summer recess yesterday to hear an 
armed robbery case. The unusual 
procedure waa followed because the 
two chief prosecution witnesses and 
their families require heavy protec- 
tion, which the police are finding dif- 
ficult to provide in view of their pre- 
sent manpower problems.

Kalkov and Hezi, the prosecution 
claims, broke into the workshop last 
December, with their faces masked

Praiov remained at some distance 
from the workshop to await his ac- 
complices. The two men held up the 
owners of the workshop and, after 
obtaining the keys to a safe, bound 
and gagged . them. They then opened;

They 
broke into the firm In January this 
year, both armed with firearms, and 
bound two workers before attemp- 
ting to break open the safe.

HAIFA. — The Bochner committee 
on crime is "trying to determine fee 
characteristics of crime in fee coun- 
try, and the approximate division 
between minor and serious crime," 
according to Nttzav-Mtehne Michael 
Bochner. 

Bochner told The Jerusalem Post 
feat the committee would “do 
everything possible" to submit Its 
report to the authorities at fee end of 
this month. 

The panel chairman stressed 
yesterday that the committee had 
not been asked to determine whether 
"organized crime" existed in Israel, 
and indeed he considered fee term a 
matter of semantics. 

He said the panel waa In- 
vestigating fee extent of criminal ac- 
tivities, the methods employed, 
financing of crime, smuggling, 
overseas connections between 
foreign criminals and local 
operators. He did not consider crime 
to be organized Into different 
branches, but rather to be integral 
and overlapping. - 

The panel is taking a hard look at 
smuggling, because of Its 
widespread ramifications. The 
smugglers must obtain large sums in 
foreign currency and obtain Israel 
pounds to buy fee currency. The 
committee is trying to establish 
where the money comes from, how 
fee smuggling is organized and how 
fee contraband is disposed of. 

Bochner believed the report being 
drawn up will present a clear enough 
picture to determine whether 
reorganization of the police would be 
necessary to deal wife organized 
crime. However, feat would be a 
decision for a separate committee to 
make, he said.

TEL AVTV. — Labour Party leader

A Sigmund Freud Chair in 
Psychoanalysis will be endowed at 
the Hebrew University next Wednes- 
day, during the 30th International 
psychoanalytical Congress, to he 
held In Jerusalem August 21-28. ' 

• Serge Lebovici, of Paris, the presi- 
dent of the. International 
Psychoanalytical Association »*ifl of 
this Congress, made the announc e, 
ment to the -press in Jerusalem 
yesterday. The first holder of the 
chair has not yet been chosen. - 

A university source said last night 
that it was not yet clear which facul- 
ty would .get the chair, 
psychoanalysis, long disputed 
ground between science and the 
humanities, will either be "inter- 
disciplinary” or be assigned to a 
faculty corresponding to toe Inclina- 
tion of Its first occupant. 

For the inauguration, Freud's 
daughter. Dr. Anna Freud, now 81 
and director of the Hampstead oh™* 
in London , has written a paper which 
will be delivered in her name. Funds . 
were raised in many countries for 
the chair, which is one of the first in 
psychoanalysia in the world, 
Lebovici said. 

Nearly 2,000 participants from 
Europe, the Americas, the Far East. 
South Africa and Israel will attend 
the conference which Is toe first ever 
held outside Europe. The papers to 
he delivered centre around 
"affect," which Lebovici defined as 
the "emotional. connotation of each 
instinct". 

Among the topics listed are 
"Different Types of Anxiety,” 
"Depression and other Painful 
Affects,” and “The Effects of the 
Holocaust on the Second 
Generation.” 

Though there are no official psy- 
choanalytical societies in the 
socialist countries of Eastern 
Europe, some analysts who joined

Israel to boycott Lagos 
apartheid conference 


UNITED NATIONS. — Israel an- 
nounced yesterday that it will 
boycott the UN-sponsored World 
Conference Against Apartheid in 
Lagos. Nigeria next week because 
the World Jewish Congress was ex- 
cluded from the conference, while 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and a pro-FLO UN committee 
were invited. 

Israel's decision. was officially an- 
nounced in a letter from UN Am- 
bassador Chaim Herzog to UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim. 

Herzog charged that the con- 
ference organizers had succumbed 
to Arab pressure and agreed to the 
participation of the PLO and toe UN 
Committee- on Palestinian Rights 
"even though they have absolutely 
nothing’ to -do-with the aims of- the 
conference.” 

Herzog termed the organizers’ 
decision “an insult to the Jewish peo- 
ple and a blatant act of discrimina- 
tion, M flagrant violation of toe spirit 
. of the Lagoa conference.” 

- Waldheim is scheduled to open the 
five-day conference on Monday. 

The parley, directed against South 
Africa's policy of racial separation, 
is expected to adopt a declaration 
demanding that the UN Security 
Council impose a total arms em- 
bargo and other sanctions on the 
Pretoria regime. 

A UN spokesman refused to com- 
ment on Israel’s decision, saying 
that neither Waldheim nor the 
Secretariat was involved in the 
selection of participants In the con- 
ference. 

Herzog said that when the WJC 
application to go to Lagos was 
declined. It was not told of the aelec- ■ 
tion process or of the criteria applied 
in granting and rejecting requests 
for an invitation.

Asked whether psychoanalysis has 
become a "Jewish profession 1 " , In 
the wake of Freud. Lebovici said 
Freud was “ambivalent” towards 
his Jewish identity, as indicated in 
his “Moses and Monotheism.” 
Trained in the Jewish tradition, he 
tried to Integrate into the German 
and Greek traditions. He has been 
described as “the son of his own 
work.” 

Wldlocher added that present 
analysts (there are about 4,000 in toe ’ 
international association) include a 
large percentage of Jews.

Aluf Meron told military cor- 
respondents' yesterday, was the un- 
precedented advancement of of- 
ficers through the ranks since the 
Yom KIppur War. 

He noted that between August 1978 
and May 1974, 11 generals had left 
the service, and that -this had caused 
- a chain-reaction of promotions with 
relatively young men moving up tbe 
ranks Into key positions — men who 
were well versed in the field of bat- 
tle, but who had little of tbe general 
overall experience necessary for 
policy-making levels. 

The courses, he explained, are 
designed to put the military decision- 
making process within toe overall 
ccntextaf the nation, and much of 
toe curriculum is designed to put toe 
officers in touch with toe needs of 
other sectors of society. 

Tbe basic study programme in- 
cludes: genera] background- and in- 
frastructure studies, which include 
an introduction to strategic doc- 
trines; the world scene; the Middle 
East arena; toe 'domestic environ- 
ment and the Jewish People and 
elements of power. A second field is 
strategic studies, which includes 
principles of defence doctrine and 
analysis of strategies designed for 
toe southern front, tbe eastern front, 
and the Palestinians. Hie third and 
final sector is devoted to studies of 
the defence structure and concerns 
operations of units that execute 
security policy, the future of toe IDF 
and developmental functional 
.problems of toe future. 

Students will not be formally ex- 
. amlned, but will be required to 
regularly submit- written' studies. 
They will -'concent r ate on -a-one-y ear- 
personal investigative study into an 
1 app rove** aspect of-defene&related ‘ 
subjects. The reading requirement 
will average around 800 pages per 
week, • _ 

Other members of the faculty in-

Kollek offered to fight 
man, didn’t slap woman

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
yesterday denied that be slapped a 
woman who burst into his office on 
Tuesday, but he confirmed that he 
had offered tofigbt a young man who 
accompanied her. 

The two were part of a group of 
nine residents of Shikun Patt who 
staged an Impromptu protest 
against conditions in their 
neighbourhood, which adjoins 
Katamon. But the municipal 
spokesman said the protestors were 
unaware that the neighbourhood 
committee had already come to an 
amicable agreement with the city on 
the residents' demand for parks in 
the area. • 

Tbe eight women and one man, he 
said, entered the office cursing and 
shouting. When the mayor saw that 
he could not talk to them, he took his 
briefcase and began to leave. 

The women surrounded Kollek and 
grabbed at him. Tbe mayor, wbo Is 
66, noted that the young man who ac- 
companied them was standing 
aside, although he was contributing 
to the verbal abuse. Setting down his 
briefcase, he challenged the man, 
“Are you a man or aren’t you? I may 
be old but I can still knock your teeth 


in” he said. The young man 
retreated. 

But Kollek denied strenuously that 
he had slapped one of toe women. 
Tbe spokesman noted that toe scene 
had been witnessed by a number of 
onlookers and none of them saw the 
mayor strike the woman. The mayor 
yesterday issued a strong denuncia- 
tion of what he called the “serious 
wave of violence in Israel.” 

We are bound to stand up against 
the practice of attacking civil ser- 
vants and the application of brutal 
pressure with coarse screaming, he 
said. 

The chairman of tbe Patt 
Neighbourhood Committee, Boaz 
Granot, apologized personally to 
Kollek yesterday on behalf of the 
residents for tbe demonstration. “It 
was senseless and vulgar," Granot 
told The Jerusalem Post. 

He said the demonstrators wanted 
the Municipality to relocate a 
kindergarten, now 800 metres from 
the neighbourhood, closer to their 
homes. “We had a talk last night and 
the demonstrators tucked their toila 
between their legs,” he said. One of 
the women displayed a bluish mark 
on her shoulder and said she had In- 
tercepted a blow directed by Kollek 
at someone else, said Granot.

Tuition for 
middle class 
may be eased 

TEL AVIV. — A committee com- 
prising representatives of the 
Finance and Educatiop Ministries ia 
still working on a tuition gradation 
scale, though schools open In two- 
weeks’ time. 

(The table would base tuition fees 
on a family's income.) Education 
Ministry members have instructions 
to ease conditions for the middle 
class, since “lower income groups 
will not have to pay much in any 
case." 

Tbe committee is to determine the 
definition of middle Income, and 
report on all Its findings within a few 
days. Before implementation. Its 
final recommendations will be dis- 
cussed with toe National Parents 
Association. 

The National Parents Association, 
whose members previously accepted 
the 26 per cent hike in high school tui- 
tion fees set by the Education 
Ministry, are now demanding that 
the tuition table reflect today's in- 
come and price levels. . 

Rachel Gavish, spokeswoman for 
the National Parents Association, 
predicts that the Education Ministry 
will try to raise all fees by 26 % and 
that f amili es with a middle income 
— a per capita gross Income of HA ,- ' 
600 — would have to pay full tuition. 

“When we met with Eliezer 
Shmuell, director-general of the 
Ministry of Education, he promised 
to do something to help middle in- 
come families. We asked what be 
meant by middle income. 'You and 
I.' be answered; but *you and I’ 
means an income of more than ILL, - 
600 a head," Gavish said.

Girls finish naval officers course

' Evidence of. massive stone for- 
tifications from the Israelite period.

A Hebrew University Institute of 
Archaeology team. In its first season 
of excavations there, uncovered 
three lines of fortified stone walls 
during exploratory cuts into the tel’s 
north and east side which are larger 
thaw other known fortifications of the 
Israelite period, and testify to the 
rite's Importance, according to a 
report from the University.- • 

The' six-week excavation, beaded 
by Prof. Aznnon Ben^Tor and Dr. 
Renate Rosenthal, was the first 
season of a regional archaeological 
project in the western Jezreel 
Valley, planned to continue for five 
years. This season's exploratory 
cuts have yielded remains of a 
number of periods. 

A large camp from the Omm ay ad 
period ( 7 th- 8 th centuries) was 
revealed In toe tel's northwest area, 
with beautifully ornamented 
ceramics typical of the period. A 

succession of settlements from toe 
Byzantine, Early Roman (1st cen- 
tury), Hellenistic ( 2 nd-l«t- centuries 
BCE) and Persian (Kh-tth centuries 
BCE) periods was found, as evidenc- 
ed by ceramics and architecture of 
these eras.

HAIFA. — A group of girls are com- 
pleting the Navy’s first course for 
girl naval officers. They will get 
their commission at a passing out 
. parade in a few weeks' time together 
.with the men with whom they train- 
ed, and some will be posted as deck 
officers on a naval vessel for service 
at sea. 

■ Whereas some men failed to com- 
plete toe course, all the girls -went 
• through it successfully. “We tried 
harder. We made toe effort not only 
for the country and the Navy but for 
the girls, of Israel, too. Our success 
will open Navy command posts for 
more girls in future,” they explained 
variously to this reporter in their 
room at a naval training base yester- 
day. They added modestly: “Don’t 
forget too that we were hand-pick- 
ed, and as we were the first, we had 
a better chance of passing." 


The girls' course was shorter than 
the regular one, as not all subjects 
were compulsory. They concen- 
trated on navigation, electronics and 
command . training, but also took 
pa^t in rubber dinghy exercises and 
manning small craft. Most of them 
will be land-based operations of- 
ficers, at least for the start, though 
they sill hope to be chosen for at-sea 
service. 

Girls of other ranks are already 
serving on naval craft as wireless 
and radar operators. 

Some of toe giil naval officers are 
from Haifa, following in the 
footsteps of their naval officer 
fathers. But there are also some 
from landlocked Jerusalem. One of 
the Jerusalem girls, Hila, said she 
had not thought of the Navy, when 
she joiped the Defence Forces, but 
had been posted after basic training, 
“and I fell In love with the sea, so I 
made the effort to get to & naval of- 


ficers’ course.” 

Hie girls are aware that it may not 
be plain sailing for them, "at least 
for a start.” Even during training 
"some recruits would point their 
fingers at us, anti say 'look who'll be 
our commander . " ' they smiled. “We 
may draw the men's attention away 
from the missiles and tbe guns and 
the instruments for a start, that's 
natural. But we intend to prove 
ourselves as proficient officers, and 
once we have established ourselves 
as such, there'll be no messing 
about. After all there's no 
difference," a spokeswoman for the 
girls said. 

Their quarters on the compact 
craft will be even more cramped 
than those of the male officers. 

' ‘We'll have to share cabins with girl 
ratings,'' they noted. But there's 
nothing these girls won't put up with 
to join the Navy as f ul]-fledged of-, 
ficers.

Elie Pa z. director of the Returning 
Israelis section of the Agency, ob- 
viously saw this as an alarm signal 
rather than as a compliment. . 

Die press conference was held at 
the end of an all-day seminar at 
which 30 Israel engineers, now living 
abroad and here on summer visits, 
met potential employers, represen- 
tatives of the Technion alumni 
association and officials of govern- 
ment agencies. 

"Of course, we don't know now 
‘'many of them will actually come 
back to live here,” Faz^sald, “but 
anyone who spends an entire day 
here' at a seminar instead of at the 


beach must be seriously interested.” 

He said there are over 15,000 
Israelis with academic 
qualifications living abroad. About 
20 per cent of them have doctorates, 
and these have the greatest difficul- 
ty finding satisfactory employment 
here, he added.

. returnees’ are non-academics, as 
compared with about 40 per cent lari 
year. Paz said this gives him special 
satisfaction. “The academic usually 
leaves the country with the intention 
of returning after he finishes his ad- 
vanced studies abroad. Sometimes 
he stays abroad for years after 
finishing his studies, but at least his 
motivation when he left is positive. 

“The non-academic usually leaves, 
for hud reasons announces that* 
he has no intention of ever coming 
back. If he does come back after all, 
I think that is an accomplishment.” 

He admitted that returnees do not 
come because of the committee's ef- 
forts or because of material benefits 
(customs exemptions, help with 
housing, etc.) which they receive.. 
The realization that their children 
are becoming “too Americanized” Is 
what brings many back, Paz said. 

“But the main reason, even though 
I know It sounds like just, a lot of 
words, is that they love Israel."

National Insurance Institute 
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Egypt considers debts 


to Russia ‘suspended’ 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Egypt is to con- 
sider certain debts to the Soviet 
Union suspended for the time being, 
according -to Deputy Premier for 
Economic Affairs Abdul* Mo neim 
Kaiasouni. 

Interviewed in connection with a 
review of Egypt's economic situa- 
tion in yesterday's semi-official 
newspaper “Al-Ahram," Kaissouni. 
said: “There are commitments to 
the Soviet Union which are con- 
sidered suspended for the time 
being.’* Egyptian military and 
civilian debts to Moscow were 
reported by the government to total 
about 53. 2b. 

President Anwar Sadat said last 
week Egypt had decided to suspend 
cotton exports to the Soviet Union 
and another Soviet Bloc country — 
which newspaper reports here said 
was Czechoslovakia — in retaliation 


for that country's ban on tank 
shipments as a result of '‘in- 
citements" from the Soviet Union. 

Egypt had paid for the tanks Jn 
hard currency, but only less than 
one-quarter of the deal had been 
delivered after a year's delay, Sadat 
said. 

Shortly after a three -day visit to 
■Moscow by Egyptian Foreign 
'Minister Ismail Fahmi in early 
June. Sadat said In a speech here: 
"The hell with Soviet weapons, I re- 
ject any strings attached... nobody 
can impose his will upon us." 

Kaissouni did not say which com- 
mitments to the Soviet Union would 
be considered suspended. 

He said Egypt hoped to end its 
budget deficit in 1973, or at least 
. reduce it from the £800m. (ILasb.) 
.informed economic sources say it 
will reach this year.

MOSCOW (UPD . — A Soviet weekly 
newspaper yesterday charged the 
American Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy killed a U-S.-Soviet double agent 
in 1973 when it learned he wanted to 
return to the Soviet Union. 

“Literatumaya Gazeta,” in an ar- 
ticle by correspondent Henricb 
Borovik, charged that the CIA killed 
Nicholas Shadrin and hid all traces 
because it was afraid of a scandal If 
he returned home to the USSR. 

The U.S. has already claimed that 
Shadrin was kidnapped by Soviet 
spies working fot the KGB secret 
police. The U.S. has demanded the 
Soviet government disclose 
Shadrin's whereabouts. 

. For ie years before his mysterious 
disappearance in Vienna on 
December 20, 1973, Shadrin walked 
the high wire of danger and intrigue 
as a double agent. 

He defected from the Soviet Union 
in 1959, and was considered a prise 
catch for American intelligence ex- 
perts because he was a captain in the 
Soviet navy. 

The American version has Shadrin 
labouring as an agent for bath the 
CIA and FBI during the period. It 


claims his job was to make contacts 
with Soviet agents and pass along 
phony secrets. 

But the Soviet version has him 
pleading with his Soviet contacts in 
Washington for help in returning to 
. the Soviet Union so he could make 
amends for his treason. ‘ 

After his assignment and an initial 
contact with the KGB in Vienna, the 
: article states, the CIA apparently 
; learned of Shadrin's plans to return 
to the USSR. 

* "Maybe it happened that after the 

* meeting the CIA learned about his 
impending return to the USSR and, 
having understood that the game 
was lost, decided it would be a scan- 
dal and decided to do away with 
him." said the article, quoting KGB 
agent Igor Orlov, one of the Soviet 
agents who met Shadrin in Vienna. 

"I do not want to think- about the 
worst, but being acquainted with 
CIA methods It is very difficult for 
me to think that he is being -kept in 
. prison. It is too dangerous for them," 
Orlov said. 

The author said after his inter- 
views with Orlov and reading KGB 
files on the case, he, tojo, believed 


Shadrin had been executed by the 
CIA. 

“It waa an action necessary from 
the CIA point of view and It was Ji®t 
the only measure which could save 
that organization from one more 
scandal," he said. 

Be added that the CIA and FBI 
believed ffliadrin's work was ex- 
cellent, and would have been "ex- 
tremely embarrassed" if a top 
defector and turncoat agent return- 
ed to the USSR. 

“He performed a great sin — 
treason — on his motherland, hut in 
spite of that fact, according to 
everything we have seen, he tried to 
find a way out of his situation," the 
Soviet article said. 


. . "Just because the American 
Congress has proclaimed him an 
American citizen, that does not 
mean he stopped being a citizen of 
the USSR. 

"His wife and son are here, and 
together with them we have a right 
to demand an answer . from the 
American powers, ‘Where is 
Nicholai Fedorovich Artamonov and 
what happened to him?"* 


Argentine army takes over Graiver firm I Africans won’t boycott student 


| VIENNA (API . — Josef Mengele. 
known as the “Death Doctor of 

Auschwitz." is living as a citizen of 
Paraguay. Nazi hunter Simon 
Wiesenthal said on Tuesday. 

Mengele. an SS lieutenant-colonel 
during World War n. was camp 
physician for several years at 
Auschwitz, the concentration camp 
in southern Poland where four 
million people died. He is wanted by 
Polish authorities for medical 
crimes. 

“It is impossible to get Mengele 
out of Paraguay because the Ger- 
mans established in Paraguay are 
wielding a powerful Influence 
there," said Wiesenthal, who heads 
the Jewish Documentation Centre in 
Vienna, which tracks down missing 
Nazi war criminals. 

A man whom sources at the inter- 
national police agency Interpol iden- 
tified as German war criminal 
Eduard Roschmann died of a heart 
attack in Paraguay earlier this 
month. Roschmann was wanted in 
West Germany for supervising the 
slaughter of 40,000 Jews at the con- 
centration camp he commanded in 
Latvia. 

Poland accuses Mengele of con- 
ducting criminal medical ex- 
periments on dwarfs and cancer 
patients, and of ordering the gassing 
of 4,000 Gypsies in 1943 to obtain 
medical samples. Polish authorities 


say that five years after the war, he 
moved from West Germany to 
Argentina and went to Paraguay in 
1959 when a German court asked for 
his extradition. 

Wiesenthal said Jewish infor- 
mants in Paraguay told him 
Mengele moves from one German 
colony to another in the South 
American country. 

“Mengele was photographed walk- 
ing on a road in Asuncion last year," 
Wiesenthal said, adding that the doc- 
tor frequently visits the German 
Club in the Paraguayan capital. 

Wiesenthal said that a couple of 
years ago, a delegation ol ap- 
proximately 800 Jews living in 
Paraguay implored him not to press 
for Mengele’s extradition. They 
claimed they had been'threatened 
with violent reprisals In the event 
that "something should happen to 
Mengele," Wiesenthal said. 

He said Mengele uses a different 
passport each time he travels 
abroad, but that Nazi hunters nearly 
caught him "about two and a half 
years ago" at Torremolinos. Spain, 
missing him by 18 hours. 

Wiesenthal suggested that 
Mengele is supported financially by 
relatives who operate 'an 
agricultural implement factory in 
West Germany. Wiesenthal said 
Mengele's second wife lives in 
Merano, Italy. 


BUENOS AIRES (AF). — Argen- 
tina's military government on Mon- 
day announced the takeover of a 
newsprint distribution agency 
formerly owned by the late Jewish 
financier David Graiver, who was 
named the central figure in a scan- 
dal Involving a terrorist group. 

The government named Navy Chp- 
tain Alberto d'Agostino to supervise 
the new control structure_pf_the firm, 
Papei Prensa. 

After Graiver was reported killed 
In a plane crash near Acapulco. Mex- 
ico, on August 7. 1976, the newsprint 
agency was purchased by three of 
Argentina’s leading newspapers, 


“La Nacion," "Clarin" and "La 
Razon," all of Buenos Aires. 

The agency was founded by. the 
Giraiver Group of Cbmpanies several, 
years ago to build newsprint produc- 
tion plants and thus prevent expen- 
sive imports of newsprint. 

Press reports here say that left- 
wing terrorists of the Mbntoneros ur- 
ban band deposited money from kid- 
nap ransoms In Graiver banks to ob- 
tain profits and continue financing 
their operations. 

The takeover of Papei Prensa 
caused little surprise because the 
move had been rumoured for several 
months.

U.S. judge lifts ban on Concorde 


NEW TORK lAP). — The Port 
. Authority of New York and New 
' Jersey was ordered yesterday by a 
Federal Judge to allow the super- 
sonic Concorde jet to land at 
Kennedy Airport under noise rules 
now In effect for all other jets. 

U.S. District Judge Milton J. 
Pollack enjoined the Port Authority 


which operates New York area air- 
ports to lift its ban against the Anglo- 
French supersonic Jet. He said the 
ban was “discriminatory^ arbitrary 
and unreasonable." 

Pollack ruled that the plane “has 
been deprived of an opportunity to 
show that it Is environmentally 
acceptable at this airport."

attempts to stop a National Front 
meeting, left 58 policemen Injured, 
set back moves towards racial har- 
mony and was condemned by 
Britain’s main parties.

But after the clashes the 9,739 ma- 
jority he inherited could be at risk 
from voters, sickened by what they 
saw as left-wing inspired violent 
demonstrations, switching to the op- ' 
position Conservative Party. 

Quentin Davis, the Cbnservatfve 
candidate, a merchant banker- And 


former diplomat, campaigned 
strongly on law order issues and 
accused the government of cruelly 
neglecting Ladywood, turning it into 
an industrial graveyard. But he will 
need a swing of 2L8 per cent to cap- 
ture the seat. 

The Liberal, Kenneth Harde man , 
yesterday foresaw a big swing away 
from Labour by A«i«n voters. 

“They are bl aming the govern- 
ment for the problems that everyone 
is facing — poverty, unemployment 
and the rest," he said. 

Neither. the Rational Front nor the 
Socialist Workers’ Party has ever 
won a seat in Parliament. 

The National Front candidate at 
Ladywood is Anthony Reed-Herhert, 
a solicitor who was once chairman of 
a young Conservatives association. 

Bn Gordon, who played a promi- 
nent role In the protests ag ains t the 
National Front in South London, 
represents the Socialists.

SUDDENLY a generation feels old. 
Elvia, the a lick-haired, sneering- 
llpped, slinky-hipped tour of their 
teen-age rock 'n *roll dreams is dead. 
Tfie one-time truck driver who as a 
rock ;n 'roll singer was Idolized by 
fans and denounced by preachers as 
the devil’s tool, died on Tuesday in 
Memphis of a heart ailment at age 
42. as was repor ted yesterday. 

Doctors domed' Lesley's death 
was drug-connected. 

Dr. George Nichopouios, Jong-time 
physician to the swivel-hipped, 
throaty baritone who was known as 
the “king 1 of rock a n 'roll/' said an 
autopsy' revealed a constriction in 
one of the main arteries to the heart, 
which restricted blood flow and 
brought on a heart attack. "What 
caused it? A ny one of a number of 
Kings/' ’ 

Dr. Nichopouios said his patient, 
who carried about 80 kilos on a 
1 -83m. -frame as a young tti m , hut 
recently had been reported grossly 

did not have a drug problem. 

Dr. Jerry Francisco, the Shelby, 
Tennessee County Medical Ex- 
aminer. discounted rumours that 
Presley, who had been a virtual 
recluse at his white-columned 
Ch- acel and mansion tor 20 years, had 
suffered from a drag problem. 

"There was no Indication of drug 
abuse at all." Dr. Francisco said. “I 
was aware of the rumours and that is 
why 1 mention it." 

Delbert "Sonny" West, who was a 
Presley bodyguard for 16 years, said 
in Chicago just hours before Presley 
died that the singer was heavily ad- 
dicted to drugs and' haunted by fears 
that drove him into seclusion. 

West was Interviewed by "Chicago 
Sun-Times" columnist Bob Greene 
about the recently released book, 
"Elvis: What Happened?" which 
West and two other former 
bodyguards have written. 

“He was on pills all day long, and 
he would give himself shots, in the 
arm or the leg with those little 
plastic syringes," West said in the 
Interview. “He would have us give 


him shots in the rear end. We prayed 
for this man many times. His drug 
habit is so severe that I’m convinced 
he Is in danger of losing Ms Hfe." 

Presley, whose recording of 
"Heartbreak Hotel” helped to put 
him on top of the entertainment 
world 21 years ago, was discovered 
unconscious- at Graceland in subur- 
ban Memphis on Tuesday afternoon. 
. He was found dressed in pajamas 
and lying face-up in the red-carpeted 
bathroom next to Us second-floor 
bedroom, «■ 

Be was taken to Baptist Hospital in 
a fire department ambulance while 
Dr. Nichopouios and emergency 
medical technicians worked to 
revive Min, although “we knew he 
was probably dead when we left the 
house," Dr. Nichopouios said. 

. The doctor said attempts to revive 
Presley, who appeared in 31 films — 
Including "Love Me Tender," “GI 
Blues," and “Jailhouse Rock," con- 
tinued because of a slight chance life 
still existed in Ms body. 

"The reason we continued to try 
and resuscitate was that hla 
pupils were constricted/' the doctor 
said at a hospital news conference 
after an autopsy. "Usually in death, 
there's not enough oxygen and the 
pupils dilate.” 

“Heartbreak Hotel," the first Mt 
for Presley, was released in January 
1966. It was one of 25 records that 
sold more than one million copies, in- 
cluding ‘‘Hound Dog." “All Shook 
Up" and “It's Now or Never." 

Booming record sales and 
overflowing audiences at personal 
appearances made the entertainer, 
who combined country-western, 
gospel and rhythm and blues, one of 
the world's wealthiest entertainers. 
He had his own private food taster aa 
well as bodyguards. He liked to give 
friends a Cadillac as a present. 

At Ms concerts, nurses stood In the 
aisles to catch fainting girls. Bat- 
talions of police were called in to pre- 
vent riots. Screams drowned out the 
singer. 

He became' a symbol of rebellion 
without a cause. Teen-age boys 
emulated Ms hairdo, wore tight pan- 


ts and tried to duplicate the Presley 
wiggle. 

Music critics, steeped in Tin Pan 
Alley, scoffed at Presley as "Elvis 
the Pelvis." But Ms music tilled a 
gap left by the decline of the bir 
bands of the ‘40a. 

His career was largely the crea- 
tion of a promotional genius. Colonel 
Tom Parker. Presley made his 
appearances on the Ed Sullivan 
show after Parker became hla 
manager. 

A television rating service gave 
Presley 82.6 per cent of the nation's 
TV audience for his first Sullivan 
appearance In 1956, compared to 78.6 
per cent tor President Eisenhower’s 
acceptance speech on three 
networks. 

“When I found Elvis, the boy had 
nothing but a million dollars worth of 
talent," Barker said once. “Now he 
has a million dollars.” 

When Presley was drafted in the 
1980s, Parker capitalized on it — 
Issuing a record album with the 
soldier-star's picture in uniform. He 
let photographers record the army's 
shearing of the famous locks, a ma- 
jor media event that generated front 
page publicity around the world. 

In Germany, he met the daughter 
of an Air Ebrce officer, Priscilla 
Beaulieu and they were married in 
1967. The couple divorced In 1973 and 
Presley blamed this on heavy show 
business commitments. They had 
one daughter, Lisa Marie, 9. 

By the time beVas 40. Presley was 
wprried about getting fat. 

But middle-aged women' and 
young girls still rushed forward as 
Presley, Ms guitar held low on Ms 
stomach, sang old favourites. 

Last April he was admitted to 
hospital suffering from exhaustion. 

, He was a non-smoker and 
teetotaller. In the past two years he 
had also been hospitalized for eye 
problems and for wh&t doctors 
described as a twisted colon. 

Presley, the son of a poor cotton 
farmer, remained shy and 
somewhat withdrawn in the face of 
Ms international fame. He expressed 
constant surprise at his success. 



Talking of the gold discs in bis Las 
Vegas home, he once said: 
“Sometimes when I go into a room 
there and see ali those goid discs 
hanging on the wail, I think they 
must belong to another person. 

Despite being temporarily eclips- 
ed by the Beatles in the 1960s, 
Presley easily topped the list of best- 
selling recording stars. He had 25 


golden discs — awarded for one 
million sales — compared with 24 for 
the Beatles. 

He died with his latest record. 
"Moody Blue." high in the charts. 

Private funeral services were to 
be held at 2 jp.m. today at Graceland 
with entombment at Fbrest Hills 
Mausoleum, about three kilometres 
from the mansion.

TWENTY -FOUR Christian scholars 
from 10 African countries are explor- 
ing the Jewish roots of their religion 
in a special seminar at Mt. Scopus on 
"Biblical Tradition and Community. 
Development." At the same time

come into contact with the realities 

I of life in modern Israel. 

' The two-month' programme is 
sponsored by the Israel Interfaith 
Committee and the jAfrlcah Com- 
mittee for an Ecumenical African 
1 Biblical Institute in Jerusalem. 

! One half of the aeminar, now in its 
[ second month, is devoted to a study 

- of such aspects of Judaism as Jewish 
thought, history, liturgy and prac- 

1 tice. Special attention , is naturally 
-being given to the relationship: 

• between Judaism and early 
V Christianity. -Most ther'ptfr- 

ticip&nts are also faUtfag advantage 
^ Of a series of workshops providing a 
.knowledge of the fundamentals of 
the Hebrew language. 

The other half of the programme, 
held In collaboration with the Inter- 
national Cooperation Department of 
; the Foreign Ministry, is focusing on 
-kibbutzim and moshavim as models 
of community development. 

Although this may seem a strange 
. topic for clergymen, Bister Shirley 
Sedawle, O.LJ3., a coordinator of the 
programme, points out that the 
: African theologians occupy leading 
poettionB in their own communities 
and thus are able to apply the Infor- 
mation they bring back with them. 

A similar aeminar was held last 
summer and Sister Shirley says that 
the sponsors would like to see the 
seminar take place annually. 

CHRISTIAN ITY In Africa has taken 
, almost as many forma as it has in the 
West. Thus, It Is not surprising that 
taking part in the aeminar are 
Catholics, Methodists, 

Presby tereans, ' Anglicans, 
Lutherans and Moravians, a 

• Cb ogr nationalist, a Baptist and a 
Quaker. Today there is a general 
movement among African 
-Christians to integrate religious, 
teaching and ethnic tradition. 

"The missionaries denied our own 
customs such as dancing, sin gi n g 
and other traditional values and 
forced us to accept their Western 
values,” says Rev. Temba Matico, a 
Cbngregationalist from Rhodesia. 
"Everything African was rejected

by Europeans, who felt themselves 
to be superior." 

According to Pastor Reuben 
Ekpenyong from Nigeria, the search 
for a synthesis between Christianity 
and an African life -style first began 
in the 1950s with the appearance of 
an educated native clergy who did 
not want to renounce their 
background. 

The conflict between Christian 
teaching and African traditions did 
not prevent the spread of Christiani- 
ty in Rhodesia, where over 80 per 
~ cent of the entire population Is Chris- 
tian. Rev. Mafic p calls this the 
■'* Jesus-plus" aspect of Christianity. 
Being a. Christian gives access to the 
. schools, hospitals and other facilities 

• the missionaries brought with them, 
but not all those calling themselves 
Christians are devout believers. To- 
day, the Rhodesian Government 
competes with the churches by es- 
tablishing rival Institutions, but it 
confines Itself mainly to the towns, 

• while the churches are active in the 
rural areas. 

But it is not only material con- 
siderations that prompt conversion 
among Africans : the Rev. Dr. Daniel 
Wambutda of Nigeria points to three 
spiritual elements that play an im- 
portant part. First, repentance 
through prayer and forgiveness, 
rather than by means of sacrifice as 
in their native religions, appeal to 
Africans. The Christian teaching on 
agape, or love, also has a strong 
appeal. Finally, Christian untver- 
salisxn (as opposed to the concept of 
chosenness In Judaism and Jewish 
particularity) opens up new vistas. 

PROFESSOR Sbemaryahu Talmon, 
of the Hebrew University, a member 
of the Interfaith Committee, points 
to two factors that could contribute 
to the development of a positive 
relations Mp between Israel and 
African Christianity. The first Is that 
neither side feels any Mstorical 
bitterness towards the other. African 
Christians had no connection with 
'the Holocaust, and Jews were not In- 
volved in European colonialism. On 
the contrary, both shared ex- 
periences of suffering at the hands of 
Europeans. 


African Christianity also seems to 
lack the anti-Semitic overtones 
associated with its Western counter- 
part. "There Is no conflict with 
Judaism in our Christian teaching," 
says Pastor Ekpenyong. He claims 
that Africans have no concept of the 
Jews as Jesus -kill era. According to 
their interpretation, “the sin of the 
world killed Jesus.” 

The second factor encouraging 
better understanding between 
Israelis and African Christians is 
that the life-styles of both are closely 
connected with the Tor a, which deals 
with natural unity such as family, 
tribe, nation, state and land. 

Prof. Talmon also notes that 
Jewish nationalism and the rebirth 
of Israel 'is more questionable for 
Western -Christians than it is for 
African Christians. At -the same 
time, tbe link to the Holy Land is not 
as strong, and for cultural and 
economic reasons most African 
Christians do not contemplate mak- 
ing a pilgrimage. 

THE CLERGYMEN do not appear 
as interested in the part of the 
seminar dealing with community 
development as they are in Hebrew 
and Jewish studies. One exception is 
Rev. Mafic o. He is especially Im- 
pressed by the Moshav Shitufl move- 
ment. 

"The collective lifestyle could well 
be applied to ethnic groups in 
Rhodesia," he says. Besides the two 
main tribes, which have different 
languages and cultures, there are 
many small groups. Instead of a cen- 
tralized system, Rev. Mafic o thinks 
it would be a good idea if each group 
could have its own settlements with 
their own schools and other 
facilities. 

When he first received the Invita- 
tion to join the seminar. Rev. Mafico 
was suspicious that it might be used 
for propaganda purposes. But the 
participants have .been left entirely 
free to make up their own minds. 

In spite of the fact that most 
African countries cut their ties with 
Israel at the time of the Yom Klppur 
War, a number of Africans have con- 
tinued to attend programmes run by 
the Department of International 
Cooperation. Titus Mugavana, a 
Quaker from Kenya, thinks that 
these programmes are largely 
responsible tor the positive image of 
Israel retained by his countrymen. 
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The Summer Triangle

WHAT WOUUD the summer aky be 
without the Great Summer Triangle, 
joining the consignations Cygnus, 
Lyra and Aquila? Starting with 
Cygnus, the Swan, we find her in the 
east, at 7:00 p.m., a cross-shaped 
constellation in the Milky Way. 

We are starting early in the even- 
ing this month, because if you find it 
now, you can enjoy this constellation 
into winter, since it is a "loaded” 
area of the sky. 

Looking northeast, tour fists above 
the horizon, we find ' its brightest 
star, Deneb. representing the tail of 
the swan. Two fists to the east, the 
neck extends to the head star, 
AJbireo, a topaz yellow. The map 
shows the spread of the wings from 
the nave star, Sadr. 

The entire constellation is^ a 
{magnificent swan in flight. Viewed 
through binoculars, this is the 
greatest conglomeration of astral 
sights in the MQky Way-

Near Sadr is a "coal sack" l see 
map), one of those clouds of matter 
that obstruct our view of the stars 
beyond. Albireo through the glasses 
is a double star, one blue, one gold, a 
beautiful stybt. You most return to 
Cygnus often, tor there is so much to 
see. 

NOW WE SKIP over to Lyra, easily 
Identified by its first-magnitude 
star, Vega, tbe third brightest star in 
the northern sky. It is two flats above 
Daneb- The constellation. Lyra (tbe 
harp) is formed by six bright stars in 


tbe form of a triangle attached to a 
corner of a parallelogram. 0 

All the stars in this constellation 
are exciting doubles or variables. 
Epsilon is a double double. Siieliakh 
(Beta) is a star whose variable light 
can be noted with tbe naked eye. It 
varies In brightness from magnitude 
3.4 to 4.5 every 12-9 days. 

To complete our triangle, using 
Deneb and Vega as a baseline we 
move three fiats to the right f south) , 
to find another bright yellow star, 
flanked by two lesser ones in a line. 
The bright star Is Altair, in the con- , 
stellation Aquila (the Eagle). It is 
the apex of this huge isosceles 
triangle. 

Legends vary regarding Cygnus. 

' The most well-known is that of Zeua 
(Jupiter) appearing in the form of a 
swan to seduce Leda, wife of Tyn- 
darus, king of Sparta. This story is' 
expounded in ballet and a number of 
great paintings. Some stories have 
Orpheus changed to a swan at his 
death and placed near Ms magic 
harp (Lyra) in the sky. 


itier revival 
results in LP 


BONN (JTA). — It had to come. 
Following the spate of books, 
magazine articles and films seeking 
to portray Hitler in a "new light" 
three young residents of Hamburg 
(reportedly helped by about 60 other 
people including “prominent 
musicians") are bringing out a dou- 
ble LP record portraying Hitler as a 
rock opera star. 

The album will be released by a 
Cologne record company in 
September and U.S. and British 
companies are reportedly fighting to 
gain sole publication rights. Accor- 
ding. to .one . of the. producers “we 
produced the opera mainly for the 
British and American markets, and 
used mainly Anglo-Saxon literature 
which treats Hitler as an occult, 
phenomenon." 

The venture is bound to intensify 
the debate going on in Germany on 
whether the current Hitler revival Is 
beneficial or dangerous, especially 
for a largely-ignorant younger 
gmeration. 

A study published on Monday by

the influential weekly magazine 
"Spiegel" analysed essays on Hitler 
by over 3,000 high school students 
and found a "marked repetition of 
ignorance, incomplete or false 
knowledge, (attempts to) excuse or 
approve (of Hitler's actions) and a 
minimum of accurate knowledge or 
evaluation." 

Among the beliefs which emerged 
from the essays: 

(l) "Ibelievehe was born in 1810." 
12) "Adolf Hitler was an Italian." 

(3) "He labelled those who opposed 
him as Nazis, and sent the Nazis to 
the gas. chambers." 

(4) "He allowed over 50,000 Jews to 

be murdered." . 

(Si "He was responsible for the 
murder of about 6 million Jews and 
other political opponents." 

The liberal-socialist daily 
"EYankfurter Rundschau" said that 
in view of the "Spiegel" findings, the 
producers of the rock opera laid 
themselves open to charges of 
Irresponsibility. "They treat the 
Third Reich and its consequences as 
the product of an abortive 
spiritualist meeting." 

The first song, for example^ 
describes a meeting between Hitler, 
Goebbels and Satan. The "evil 
spirit” takes possession of Hitler's 
body and soul. Hitler no longer has a 
will of his own and sings "I have 
received your message. Lord." 
Other songs are titled "Magic Man," 
"King of the World," and "Night- 
mare." 

The "Rundschau" report says the 
producers canonot be accused of 
concealing tbe crimes of the Hitler 
era since concentration camps, 
persecution of nonconformists, the 
burning of books and the war itself 
as exemplified by Stalingrad are all 
mentioned. "But these are all 
shrouded in a mysticism, which in- 
stead of enlightening people, may 
produce confusion and ignorance." 
Noting that the text of the songs Is 
similar to that of a successful recent 
musical about Eva Psron and the 
English rock opera "Tommy/' it 
concludes that the authors of the new 
work wanted to “jump on the 
bandwagon."

TURN THOSE lazy days on the 
beach or by the pool into mini exer- 
cice sessions with a direct work-out 
under water. 

More brazen fitness buffs have 
probably been jogging up and down 
the beach and around the pool all 
summer, and regaling envious 
crowds with virtuoso performances 
in calisthenics. But for more timid 
.enthusiasts, who regard exercising 
as a pastime one ought not to flaunt, 
here are a few suggestions for a good 
underwater work-out that can still be 
disguised as "water play." 

The most obvious way to work off 
lunch is to swim. The "crawl" and 
the breast stroke, or "frog/' are both 
highly effective tor overall reducing 
and firming. Do at least five laps of 
each (or a few hundred feet of each if 
you are at the beach). However, if 
the water is crowded or if you are not 
a strong swimmer, you can over- 
come these difficulties by grabbing a 
float or a child's tyre -and kicking 
strongly with your legs for a few hun- 
dred feet. Alternate with the “frog 
kick" for a few more hundred feet. 
Ibis routine is excellent for reducing 
and firming the thighs. 

For the arms and upper torso, try 
back-stroking a few laps. If you are 
not a swimmer, lie on a float or 
child’s tyre and back-stroke 
vigorously with your arms in the 
water. 

If laps are totally out of the ques- 
tion, you might try some underwater 
exercises that are particularly effec- 
tive because of the added pressure of 
the water. Members of the Universi- 
ty of Virginia swimming team use 
“weights"’ — they inflate the water 
"wings" that keep small children 


afloat, and wear them on their wrists 
and ankles while exercising in 
water. These wings are available in 
any toy shop In Israel, and, judging 
by the way the U.Va. girls' swim- 
ming team looks, I'd say it would be 
worth braving the occasional amus- 
ed look. 

HERE ARE some of the exercises 
you can do with or without the 
"weights": 

2. Hold on to the side of the pool 
with your arms, or. If you are at 
the beach, lie on your back 
in about 2 ft. of water, leaning on 
your arms. Bicycle vigorously with 
your legs, counting at least 25 cycles. 

2. Remain in the same position as 
in exercise 1. and do scissors kicks 
quickly with your legs. Count at least 
25 kicks with each leg. 

3. Remain in the same position as 
in exercise 1. Flex your feet hard 
(toes up) and spread your legs as 
wide as you can. Use your Inner 
thigh muscles to bring your heels 
together. Repeat 10 times. 

4. Repeat exercise 3 with your feet 
pointed and tensed (toes down j. 
Repeat 20 times. 

5. Stand in water up.to your arm- 
pits. Bend forward slightly, stretch 
your arms out in front of you in the 
water and turn your palms ou heard 
(backs of the hand together) . Spread 
your arms as wide as possible, keep- 
ing your elbows straight, then bring 
the backs of your . hands together 
again. Repeat 10 times. 

You ought to double the number of 
times you do the above exercises if 
you are going to do them regularly. 
If you have access to a swimming 
pool or live near the beach, you 
might consider this routine as a sub- 
stitute for calisthenics during the hot 
summer months- It will keep you in 
condition without causing you to lose 
your cool. 


‘Son of Sam 
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NEW YORK (AP). — Tbe man who

David Berkowitz. 24,. has pleaded 
innocent to indictments charging 
him with the July 31 slaying of Stacy 
Moskowitz and the wounding of her 
date. Robert Violante, both 29. the 
iast victims In the year-long spree of 
the man police call the .44-caiibre 
killer. 

Berkowitz, who is being tested to 
see if he is mentally capable of stan- 
ding trial, was charged in a grand 
jury Indictment on Monday with 
murder, attempted murder, 
felonious assault and illegal posses- 
sion of the .44-calibre charter arms 
Bulldog revolver that ballistics ex- 
perts say killed six persons and 
wounded seven others. 

"An exacting. 40-page handwritten 
record” of the accused killer's eight 
attacks was found In Berkowitz's 
apartment, said unidentified police 
sources quoted in Tuesday's New 
York "Daily News." 

Letters Berkowitz wrote to his 
high school sweetheart while he was 
in the army were obtained by two 
newspapers here, the “Daily News" 
and the “New York Post.” 

Berkowitz wrote of love and death 
and religion and talked of dope, guns 
and bad dreams in letters sent from 
various army poSls between 1971 and 
1973 to Iris Gerhardt. 

Once he wrote that "I despise 
religion, hate prejustice, greed, etc. 
That's all the world is, a cold mass of 
hell.” But other times, Berkowitz 
•wrote. “I have much hope and faith 
in God and peace. ..I have finally 
made a conclusion. That is. God is 
real." 

During basic military training at 
Fort Dlx, New Jersey, Berkowitz 
wrote he had been taught haw to 
fight and shoot. He wrote he would 
use these tactics one day to destroy 


army "lifers" — "the way they 
destroyed ra il l ions o* people through 
the wars they started. One day there 
will be a better world. After a few 
heads from the heads of state are 
removed." 

After he was shipped to Korea. 
Berkowitz apparently began using 
drugs. 

“My mind has completely blew 
out. I have changed," he wrote. 
Another said, "for the last fewdays I 
have been so doped up that If eel like 
I'm on a flying carpet. Wow, wisat a 
head. I can't wait until tomorrow,* 
it’s pay day. I'll have to go and get 
some heavy acid and morphine so I 
can last out the month." 

"We're ail doomed to the grave. 
When you think or death do you loss 
your breath or do you keep your 
cool?" he wrote another time. 

Later, he wrote. "There is one 
thing you must admit about me. That 
is, when have you ever known me to 
say things about love, peace. God, 
etc. I mean can you ever remember 
me talking about this back in the 
world ... these feelings have been 
deep inside .. now I don't thin): I'm 
going insane or anything like that 
because I'm not ... yes it's the real 
me." 

Often, he wrote about the search 
for inner peace. 

"Hey love, tell me how to be free, 
tell me how to find peace. I haven't 
found any answers yet. Sometimes I 
feel that the only time peace will 
come is when I'm dead. But that's 
not very much to look forward to." 

Although the killings attributed to 
"Son of Sam" began on July 29. 1976, 
the .44-calibre kiiler left his first 
written message for police last April 
27, on the bloodied car where Valen- 
tina Suriani. 18, and her boyfriend, 
Alexander Esau. 19. were gunned 
down. Police said it was written In "a 
rambling, almost incomprehensible 
style. He lives in a nightmare world 
where he sees blood-sucking vam- 
pires and Frankenstein monsters." 
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Brzezinski, Kalb differ on 
Carter— U.S. Jewish ties

WASHINGTON. — National Security 
Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski and 
CBS diplomatic correspondent Mar- 
vin Kalb have had an unusually 
acrimonious exchange during which' 
the White House official has strongly 
denied a statement attributed to him 
by Kalb about President Carter's 
relationship with the American 
Jewish Community. 

In an article last month in "The 
New York Times Magazine" Kalb 
quoted an unnamed Israeli cabinet 
member as saying that Brzezinski 
had told him more than a year ago: 
"How will you like the idea of work- 
ing with a. new president who owes 
nothing to the Jew3?" At the time of. 
the alleged quote. Brzezinski was an 
adviser to then cand idate Carter. 

"I simply did not say~ that, and Mr. 
Kalb doesn't claim that I did,'* 

Brzezinski 3aid in a letter published 
in the magazine on Sunday. "So. 
perhaps, Mr. Kalb’s anonymous 
source may wish to step forward, 
identify himself, and rep.eat his 
canard." 

Brzezinski said that "anyone can 
jot down in his private diary any 
gossip one hears or invents. But if 


one rushes to publish it just a month 
later, -consideration should be given 
to its accuracy and consequences." 
Kalb's article consisted of a diary he 
had kept during his June visit to 
Israel. 

In his reply. Kalb, a respected- 
American Journalist, said: “Dr. 
Brzezinski knew, before he made the 
decision to have his letter published 
In "The New York Times Magazine.' 
that the remark ascribed to him was 
checked with the original source 
twice — that is. with the person to 
whom it was made. There Is nothing 
Indirect, gossipy, rushed or invented 
about it, and I have confidence that, 
deep .down. Dr. Brzezinski knows 
this." 

Continuing, Kalb added: “My 
source happened to be an Israeli 
whom I have known for more than a 
dozen years — a calm, clear-headed 
professional, noted in the Jour- 
nalistic and diplomatic community 
for his integrity', honesty, and his 
command of a complicated and 
emotionally charged subject. The 
quote was accurate. It was used 
because it reflected a widespread 
Israeli concern about the direction of 
Dr. Brzezlnski's policy, a concern 
that 1 suspect may now be deepened 
after his rather churlish denial."

More like Schubert than Beethoven

JOSS PH KALI CH STEIN is an artist 
who gets carried away by his own 
temperament and enthusiasm. His 
performance is stormy, eruptiveand 
unpredictable. His tempi are erratic 
and unsteady and he hardly allows 
himself the luxury of taking his time 


and playing his phrases out. He 
seems to lack the control mechanism 
which could curb his spontaneity and 
introduce an element of intellectual 

consideration. 

On the other hand one cannot deny 
Kallchstein's genuine feeling and 
honesty of expression. Even in the 
slow movements, which were strong- 
ly felt, he completely Ignored 
stylistic consideration. These 
movements, beautiful as they were, 
sounded more like Schubert than 
Beethoven.

In the sharpest drop recorded In 
modem Tel . Aviv Stock Exchange 
.history, lnvestora and Speculators 
alike tried to get rid of their shams 
as if they were hot potatoes. 

. For the greater part, however, 
their efforts were in vain. The “great 
sell-off" was probably triggered by 
the announcement by Minister of 
Fina nce Slmha EhrUcb that the 
current wove at baying should pass 
in a day or two. Obviously everyone 
wanted to be the first to get out of the 
market. 

An unbelievable total of 76 shares 
were marked as “sellers only*' and 
fixed lower by the mandatory fi per . 
cent Another 83 shares were allowed 
by the exchange to move downwards 
without any limit. These shares wore, 
obviously hurt the. most- 

Tfcere was an attempt to switch 
over to the shares of the three big 
banks. This found expression in an 
unprecedented demand tor the Rani^ 
HapoaUm group of shares, reaching 
a peak of Hasten. "When the dust had 
finally settled, the financial sector 
was directly responsible for a 
trading turnover of IUOlm. of a total 
of TT.iflrtm On the theory that the in- 
vestment public generally, suffers' 
from amnesia. It would seem that 
the selling wave will last not more 
than for another’ session or two. 
Subsequently it la not unreasonable - 
to assume that selective buying will 
take place. 'Nevertheless, yester- 
day’s happenings 1 should be suf- 
ficient warning to the uninitiated to 
look twice before buying. 

Investment is the art of placing 
one’s funds in situations which 
promise safety of principal, -as. well 
as a satisfactory return. There is an 
old Wall Street adage to the effect 
that “bulls, optimists as to the future 
of the market, make money; bears, 
pessimists as to the course of the 
market, also make money; but pigs 
never do.” 

If something positive has been 


. learned from, yesterday's market, 
then the paper Isaacs have been 
worthwhile.' ■ 

Since all sectors of the market 
wen hit hard we shall just mention 
some of the major losers such. as 
EiectraUd, which fell by 10 per cent 
to 430; American Israeli Paper 
Mills, down by 10 per cent to 388; 

' Central Trade down by 9.8 per cent 
to 915; and Efflera (R) down by 9A 
per bent to 630. 

Th e paradox of the market was the 
performance of the Hapoallm 
shares.- The Hapoallm (B) were 25 
.points higher at 382, while the 
registered shares rose by. a similar 


figure to. 379. The rise was on the 
i order, of 7 per cent. Bank Lemul old 
■haree slipped by a modest six points 

to 885. Mizrahi bearer were hard hit 
-as they fell by 28 points to 265. 
Discount shares were “buyers only" 
. and were raised to 1,285. 

Mortgage banks, . Land and 
development and real estate shares. 
Industrials and Investment com- 
panies were all hard hit. The excep- 
tion were shares related to oil. These 
were still reacting to. Minister 
Yitzhak’s Modal '.a television an- 
nouncement earlier in the week on 
possible oil finds. His remarks were 
roundly criticized, but the invest- 
ment community, ever hopeful, con- 
tinued to buy the oil-related shares. 

The Natad investment dpllar made 
an - about-face and added seven 
points to ILll.41 on a demand of 
nearly 8500,000. .... 

Index-linked bonds are expected to 
attract attention as money becomes 
available from, the share market, 
and a strong demand for these types 
of bonds cah'be expected in today's 
session.

in Europe

TEL AVIV. -7- Bazik HapoaUm, by 
way of Its subsidiary Hapoalim 
International n.v., la about to issue a 
aeries of capital notes for 880m. The 
issue will he placed on the Euro- 
dollar market. This Is the bank’s 
first step towards raising funds on 
the international money markets so 
as to further its own international ac- 
tivities. 

Meanwhile, the bank has an- 
nounced that it plana to open its third 
branch in Great Britain in 
Manchester. In the UA. additional 
branches are being planned for 
Boston and Chicago. 

The notes to be issued shortly are 
similar to those on the Euro-doUar 
market. They will carry a variable 
rate of interest payable semi- 
annually. The rate will be one fourth 
of a .per cent above the inter-bank 
London rate, b the first year, the In- 
terest shall be no less than seven 
and three-ei ghths per cent per annum 
and subsequently the rate shall be no 
less than six and three-fourths per 
cent. The notes will be for five years 
duration and the principal and in- 
terest will be guaranteed by Bank 
Hapoalim. The notes will be offered 
to non-residents, with the exception 
of American citizens. 

With the expansion of Bank 
HApoallm’s overseas activities Uriel 
Gbhen, managing ' director of the 
Amezica-Israel Bank, which belongs 
to the' Bank HapoaUm group, has 
been made responsible for control, 
training and internal audit in the 
bazik's foreign offices. He is replaced 
by Arleh Geva, who has for the last 
year been the bank's representative 
in Los Angeles.

Average mortgage 
rate up 5.2%

The average interest rate paid by 
consumers on housing mortgages 
rose by. 0-2 per cent in the second 
quarter of 1977 over that of the first 
quarter, according to the Ontral 
Bureau of Statistics. The interest 
rate on Government-akaisted 
mortgages rose by 7.4 per cent while 
ordinary mortgage rates went up by 
8.8 per cent. 

Government-bac^pd mortgages 
now constitute 88 per cent of the 
mortgages issued, is the aecond 
quarter, compared with 81 per cent 
In the preceding quarter. The 
average rate of Interest on the 
govemmeat-back ed loans during the 
second quarter, was XL7 per cent aii 
against 28.7 per cent for ordinary 
mortgages. ’ 

The highest rate charged is fur 
purchasers of popular-priced hous- 
ing, and loans to minority group 
members — with average increase 
in rates of 17 per cent. The rates 
these.two types of home purchasers 
now pay is 19.5 per cent and 10.8 per 
cent, respectively. 

The steepest increase In mortgage 
rates was ahnonneed for moahavim 
and kibbutzim — up by 54 per cent — - 
but, as usual, their Interest cates are 
still the lowest, averaging about 6.8 
percent 


Customs hunt to begin 
for evaders of VAT

Starting next Sunday, the Gi stems 
will start a new giant campaign to 
check up on bookkeeping in 
businesses with a large turnover and 
in branches that have been doing 
particularly well recently. 

Customs Director Yehezkel 
Aboulaflah told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that the campaign will not 
be baaed on the sample technique, 
but that businesses will be checked 
from among those who have paid 
value added tax but whose books 
have not yet been looked at. 

Aboulaflah sold that all available 
staff will be mobilized for the cam- 
paign. Tax files of large businesses 
will be examined, and field teams 
will make also spot checks of books 
for Income tax purposes. Businesses 
caught In transgressions of the value 
added tax law will be assessed at the 
discretion of the authorities— their 
books — if they have them — win not 
be recognized, and they may face 
criminal chazgea. 

During the first year since VAT 
came into force, 7,700 charge files 
were opened against transgressors. ■ 
Some 4,000 of these are still being ex- 


amined, but the diatoms Director 
has decided that within two months 
their processing will be concluded 
and those who have contravened the 
law will be brought to trial. 

Aboulaflah also said that one of the 
difficulties his administration has 
with bringing' businessmen to court 
for not recording sales or “forget- 
ting” to punch them Into the cash 
register b that customers who were 
present and could serve as witnesses 
refuse to testify. 


The Customs is trying to recruit 
120 new Inspectors. The tax ad- 
ministration is not subject to the 
government freeze on manpower. 
Although Aboulaflah is aware that 
there Is still a substantial evasion of 
VAT, he hopes to overcome this once 
the procedures for collecting other 
taxes by the Customs la simplified 
and more personnel can be diverted 
to the collection of VAT. 


Meanwhile, a delegation from 
Mexico is in Israel to study bow VAT 
was introduced to Israel. They have 
met with the Customs Director and 
will meet the Income Tax Com- 
missioner and the Commissioner of 
State Revenue. 


Segal still docked at $2,500 a day 


HAIFA. — The new Zim container 
ship, Segal, is still unmanned, and It 
is doubtful that the *bip will sail thin 
week as originally scheduled. The 
Segal’s delayed departure is costing 
Zim $2,500 & day. Losses have 
already topped $80,000. The ship was 
completed by the Israel Shipyards 
five weeks ago. 

Zim has not been able to reach an 
agreement with the Ratings 
Seamen’s Union, which originally 
demanded that the Segal be maimed 
by a crew of 26. Zim, holding that a 
23^-man crew is large enough to han- 
dle a modern 9,000 ton vessel, refus- 
ed to give in to union demands, fear- 
ing it might set a precedent which 
would affect the Segal's three Bister 


ships currently under construction. 
The extra three crew members be- 
ing demanded by union will cost zim 
an extra half a million pounds an- 
nually. 

When the union finally agreed to a 
23-man crew, it insisted that the ship 
carry a second steward who would 
be a Ratings Union member. Ibis 
drew complaints from the Officers 
Union, which had agreed for 
economy’s sake to forego the post of 
chief steward. The Officers Union 
felt the aecond steward waa “also 
superfluous," but that If such a slot 
were created. It should be filled by a 
member of the Officers Union. 

Another attempt will be made to- 
day to negotiate the stalemate. 


Amsterdam site sought for trade centre

An Israel Trade Centre is to be set 
up in Amsterdam bs a focal potet for 
official efforts to expand this coun- 
try's sales to the all-important Com- 
mon Market. 

At present, Israel has no official 
representation in Amsterdam at all. 
The Embassy to the Netherlands is 
in The Hague, the seat of govern- 
ment, and the cozzimerclal mission 
also operates there, a considerable 
distazzee from the centre of busiziesB 
activity. 

In a coordinated effort govern- 
zzient agencies and the council far 
Ecanozzilc Liaison Iarael-ECC 
(C.EAi.) are aiming to concentrate 
all econoznlc activities at a single 
Amsterdam address. A search is un- 
der way for a suitable building for 
the offices of the cozzimerclal at- 
tache, the Iarael -Investment 
Authority and the Israel Tourism 
Bureau. 

'The - same premises probably will 
house the offices of the C.EL. This 
volunteer group, headed by Oscar 
Van Leer, provides vitally important 
“match making” services for Israel 
businessmen, in their search for 
sources of raw materials and 


knowhow, as well as agents and per- 
manent distribution channels. 

No fewer than 17 Israeli com- 
panies maintain permanent 
representations in Holland, In addi- 
tion to a much larger number with 
local agents. In several instazzeea, 
Israel flrzzis base Coznmon Market 
operations in Amsterdam. 

Information made public recently 
by Dr. Ya’acov Cohen, head of the 
foreign trade division in the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, 

' Holland’s importance to Israel's 
economy. While sales to that country 
Increased by 27 par cent in 1976, 
purchases went up by 33 per cent to 
$242m. In fact, Holland was ozie of 
ozily two EEC nations (Britain was 
the other) , with whom trade showed 
a greater deficit in 1976, than in the 
year before. 

Partial data for recent months 
refie&t & significant expansion of 
Israel exporta to Holland: (January- 
April 1976: $46.9m., 1977: $72, Om., up 
53 per cent) , giving substance to the 
projection that sales for all of 1977 
will approach $200m. Exports of 
goods other than diamonds are ex- 
pected to reach almost $85m., 49 per 
cent more than last year.

MAN VERSUS MINISTRY 


New telex technique 
spurs legal hassle

Don't look tor “modem" in the dic- 
tionary: you won’t find it. But It will 
get in there eventually — like "lax.” 
Actually, modem is also a delicacy 
— but one that Is driving lawyers and 
works committees up a wait 

Modem is an electronic technique 
for transmitting data processing in- 
formation over an ordinary 
telephone line. One day last year, 
Cbzmortium international Ltd. of Tel 
Aviv, a subscriber telex service for 
individuals and business firms, 
started using time-and-money- 
savlng modem. Since then. Consor- 
tium's chief, Danny Blnkln. has been 
spending almost as much time In 
court fighting the Communications 
Ministry as he has been spending in 
his office taklzzgcare of his business. 

"We'have just loat another round, 
but I'm not giving up yet," Blnkln 
told The Jerusalem Post last week. 
"We are pinning our hopes on the 
belief that the new government will 
appreciate efforts of businessmen to 
boost efficiency and, at the same 
time, save the economy millions of 
dollars." 

On July 28. the High Court vacated 
an injunction Consortium had 
received against the Com- 
munications Ministry. The Ministry, 
said Justice Asher, has the right to 
order Consortium to stop using 
modem. Free enterprise, added 
Justice Etzioni is not a “magic 
ward" that allows any man to do as 
he pleases. .."the public good oc- 
casionally limits an Individual's 
right of free enterprise." 

Blnkln started his badness in 19 72. 
Until then, Israelis wishing to com- 
municate swiftly with teleprinter- 
equipped offices abroad had to go to 
a post office with their message. The 
clerk counted the words, calculated 
the charges, collected the fee azxd 
issued a receipt. Another clerk, ac- 
cording to the time available, picked 
up the message, dialled the mivraka 
(cable office) and dictated the 
message. There, another clerk 
punched out a tape bearing the 
message, dialled the international 
telex operator, waited for an open 
line and — when It flashed — started 
to feed his tape into the telex 
machine. This printed out the 
message on the teleprinter in the of- 
fice overseas. 

In developed countries, all this 
was passe even in 1972. If you owned 
a teleprinter, and so did the other 
fellow, all you had to do was dial his 
number azid type out your message. 

‘ ■ Te le p rlnter-to-te leprlnter talk has 
been around for years," Rfoidn ex- 
plained. “So, even here in Israel 
where people could not afford to buy 
a teleprinter, we thought they should 
enjoy the convenience of one. For a 
fixed annual subscription charge, 
we offered Israelis a new service: 
they could read us their messages 
over the phone. We would then dial 
the overseas party on our own telex 
machine and also read them back 
the reply we receive for them. The 
time charge far each message was 
based on the per-minute fee we had 
to pay the past office far use of the 
telex circuit, plus service charge to 
cover our overhead and leave us 
with a reasonable profit." 

The idea evidently was a good one. 
Within a m on t h . Consortium had 230 
subscribers. But Consortium's 
success. Blzxkln claims, troubled the 
post office, reportedly reducing the 
miv rofco's volume of business cables 
by about half. The Communications 
Ministry's works committee was 
ezzraged. “We were threatening their 
monopoly,” said Blnkln. 

Legally, Consortium's activities 
were admittedly questionable. When 
the post office leased Consortium a 
line, it was strictly for two-party 
use. At least, that was Implied. But, 
with Consortium growing fast, a 
regulation was issued In August 1973 
expressly forblddizig "third-party" 
— I.e„ subscriber — utilization of 
telex services available to the per- 
mit holder. 

“Our position has been — and still 
Is — that this rule Is absurd," Blnkln 
Insisted.' Tf enforced, it would mean 
a person who has no telephone may 
no longer go to the nearest kiosk or 
pharmacy to make a call, since he is 
using another subscriber's line for 
payment of a slight additional 
charge.” 

The legal wrangling between the 
Communications Ministry and Con- 
sortium continued. Then, when the 
firm's two-year permit was up for 
renewal in 1975, the Ministry 
demanded "extra:” a bank 
guarantee amounting. to an average 
of a month’s invoicing by Consor- 


tium, and a "consent fee” of H36,- 

000 . 

Charging harassment. Consortium 
■ went to court and protested. The 
ccruzt suggested a compromise — 
that the bank guarantee be only for 
half-a-month's invoicing, and the 
’'consent fee" he set at XU8.000. 
Both aides agreed, and the permit 
was renewed for another two years. 

Meanwhile, Cbnsartium’s business 
was booming — it now had 8,000 
customers — and the staff had grown 
to 80. "Apparently, the post office 
was seeking a way to put us out of 
business,” Binkin said. “So, in 
August 1976 they opened up Israel's 
first public telex booth, in Tbl Aviv — 
a facility available in developed 
countries tar more than a decade. 

"Now, If there ever was a case of 
uzifalr competition by the state 
against a private citizen, this is it! 
They charge the public the same per- 
minute fee as they charge us, a com- 
munications firm. Their service 
charges are ridiculously low, as is 
their annual subscription fee. And. 
how can they do this? By using civil 
service workers — postal employees 
— to do the work. In other words, the 
taxpayer is subsidizing the post of- 
fice's public telex service by permit- 
ting it to operate at a loss. There is 
absolutely no way they could 
economically offer their services at 
a profit." 

Binkin realized he had to strike 
back lest the post office, with Its 
alleged below-cost prices, puts him 
out of business. So, with the aid of 
some friends in the data processing 
business, he hit upon the idea of in- 
stalling a modem device in his 
headquarters. 

By harnessing his teleprinters to a 
pair of old Tally computers he 
bought from the Western Union 
Company, Blnkln converts the 
teleprinters’ punched tape output Into 
a magnetic tape computer input. lie 
then feeds the computer's output into 
a modem device connected into a 
normal telephone -line to Consor- 
tium's London office. 

“It works like magic," said Danny 
Binkin. "Instead of being limi ted to 
the 50-word -per-minute speed of a 
telex machine. I can tr ansmi t 1,200 
words-per-zninute by modem! So. 
what we do is group all our 
customers’ outgoing messages 
together on one tape and buzz them 
out over the modem — and the 
messages are there in London, re- 
translated into teleprinter language 
by our computers there and dis- 
tributed by teleprinters before you 
could say Jack Robinson!" 

Hie results — in terms of pounds 
and agorot — are spectacularly 
lower time charges for Consortium's 
customers. The modem-plua-Tally 
service la so fast that a complete 
telex message from Petah Tikva to 
Vaduz, though relayed via London, 
reaches its destination ahead of the 
some message sent directly by diall- 
ed telex from one of those prints to 
the other. 

“It is especially advantageous for 
foreign flrzzis contacting Israelis," 
Bin kin printed out.' 1 ‘hi stead of spen- 
ding hours dialling and trying to get 
through to a teleprinter-owning firm 
here, they can flash their message to 
our London office, where it will be in- 
stantaneously relayed to us here by 
computer over our modem-lizxked 
telephone line. And we here in Tel 
Aviv will izzunedlately relay the 
message by local telex to the party 
here." 

And what does the post office think 
of all this technological wizardry? 
“Just who does he think he is?!” a 
senior Communications Ministry of- 
ficial told The Post "Hundred of 
millions — yes, hundreds of 
millions — of pounds have been In- 
vested In building a communications 
system infrastructure. And along 
comes Mr. Binkin and starts cashing 
In on all this I nv es tm ent — for Ua 
own personal gain. 

"Attaching a modem device to a 
telephone instrument or line Is un- 
authorized, and the court has made 
this plain.” 

Right now, Consortium continues 
to operate as usual, following the 
High Court’s suggestion that toe par- 
ties seek a way out of the impasse. 
The court decision is now on toe desk 
of Yoram Aridor, toe man in the 
Prime Mtoiater’s office In charge of - 
the Cbmmunications Ministry until a 
Minister la formally appointed. 

"Meanwhile, we are saving toe 
economy millions of dollars," Binkin 
claimed. “After all, toe post office 
has to pay in hard currency for the 
services It buys in the course of Its 
International communications 
business.. 


NICOSIA (AP) . — Easing of conges- 
tion at Middle East ports is bringing 
freight rates down in fierce competi- 
tion, the “Middle East Economic 
Digest” reported this week.

YESTERDAY'S sharp downturn on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change should be a dire warning to the multitude of small In- 
vestors who have been rushing headlong Into the purchase of 
stocks of which they knew little and understood nothing. 

Just as they were iU advised to buy Indiscriminately on a ris- 
ing market, boosting Tuesday's turnover to a peak of ILlglxn., 
so they will be foolhardy to place rash sales now. (Since 
January, the Stock Exchange has had a turnover totalling 
ILL 7b. — iLMOm, more than In the six years from 1971 to 1976.) 

They should remember that neither the banks nor the Stock 
Exchange are technically equipped to handle the trade volumes 
of the last few days. Orders will inevitably be held up, and, after 
the two days during which securities are marked down 6 per 
cent, they may be sold at much reduced prices. 

The stabilization of the Stock Exchange Is urgently needed not 
only to protect investors from heavy losses, even in spite of 
themselves, but also to protect the Stock Exchange as a major 
tool for the mobilisation of savings. The boom which reached its 
zenith two days ago could not have- lasted in any case. But 
Finance Minister Ehrlich's warning Tuesday night that the 
boom would not last very long may have caused the bubble to 
burst even sooner than it would have without the official advice. 

Future developments on the Stock Exchange will depend 
mostly on the sobriety of the public. But to no little extent It will 
also be determined by what the Government will do, once the 
present fever Is over, to ensure a higher degree of stability. As a 
first measure, steps should be taken to Implement the recent 
recommendations of the Securities Authority, which called for 
stricter control of the banks and legal powers to prevent 
manipulations. 

The Stock Exchange is legitimately a vehicle for investors 
who are prepared to take a risk In the expectation of a possible 
capital gain. The basic motive, however, should be long-term, 
sound investment, in which the asset value of a share and its 
dividend record and prospects are the dominant consideration. 
These aspects of investment have recently been smothered by 
the near-complete disregard of economic reason, as evidenced 
by the fact that many of the shares which have recently risen 
steeply In price could hardly have been expected to have any 
real yield. 

Mr. Ehrlich's announcement that steps will be taken to 
accelerate approval of new share issues and that the cost of 
issues will be reduced, is a step in the right direction. It can only 
be hoped that these measures will put more securities on the 
market before too many people become disillusioned. 

There are, however, limits to the immediate benefits of this 
approach. For apart from capital Issues floated by the banks, 
only two new Industrial share issues have been floated In the 
last year. Also, as already Indicated by the Government, there 
Is no Intention or practical possibility to sell, in short order, 
shares of government corporations. 

In view of the importance of the Stock Exchange the govern- 
ment would be well advised to set up immediately a committee, 
including representatives of the banks, to find ways and means 
of preventing a recurrence of the kind of wild swings we have 
recently seen. 


Dry Bones 
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The American right warms up to Israel 


IN LATE July, "Human Events." a 
weekly tabloid which serves as a 
mouthpiece for American conser- 
vatives, surprised many of Its 
readers by featuring two lengthy 
pro-Israel editorials. The drat, titled 
"Begin: Israel's Ronald Reagan," 
presented the Prime Minister with 
the paper's highest possible ac- 
colade, since Reagan who narrowly 
lost the 197B Republican nomination 
to President Ford, is the 
acknowledged darling of the 
American Right. The second 
editorial, "Why Israel Resists 
Carter's Mideast Peace Plan," took 
a sympathetic view of Begin’ s 
foreign policy. What is so strikingly 
unusual about these pieces is that 
they were published by a weekly 
which at roe time followed a strong 
anti-Zionist Une, and until recently 
was even charged with latent anti- 
Semitism. 

THE PRO-ISRAEL sentiments now 
displayed by "Human Events" and 
the publication's unstinting praise 
for Menahem Begin seem to reflect 
the viewpoint of a fairly wide range 

of American conservative leaders. A 
series of recent interviews with 
several of these leaders has in- 
dicated an increasing awareness of 
Israel's strategic importance to the 
U.S., and considerable admiration 
for Begin as a man with 
philosophically sound positions on 
both domestic and foreign policy. 
The American Right now views 
Rlghtruled Israel as sharing __ a 
common set of traditional anti- 
collectivist values. Most importantly 
it views America and Israel as 
among the last bastions of freedom 
In a world gone increasingly 
totalitarian. Thus, while much of the 
American news media is still ad- 
dicted to the notion that the ascen- 
dancy of Likud lessens the chance 
for a Middle-East settlement, moat 
leading conservatives appear to 
think the opposite is the case. Accor- 
ding to Congressman Philip Crane 
(Republican of Illinois), the highly 
respected chairman of the American 
Conservative Union — a group which 
claims to speak for some 100 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives — the Begin victory has im- 
proved the chances for a lasting 
peace. “He is a responsible man, a 
very able man, and a very tough 
man," says Crane of Begin. 
Furthermore, in Crane's view, the 
recent legalization of the three 
settlements on the West Bank is a 
positive development, which "might 
cause the Arab countries to want to 
start negotiating sooner rather than 
later.” Congressman Larry 
McDonald (Democrat of Georgia) — 
a John Birch Society stalwart who 
claims. that the U.S. government is 
"run by bums and prostitutes" — 
goes a step further: "Menahem 
Begln’a election could very well be 
an extremely important gain for 
Western civilization in its struggle 
for survival against world Com- 
munism." he says. 'The election 
was a very positive move for the 


The Likud’s take-over of the government has 
triggered a distinct movement among American 
conservatives, away from the traditional backing 
of the Arabs to increasing support of Israel, reports 
STEVEN LOEWY, 


West and for Israel," he adds, 
"because here is a man who 
recognizes the realities of Cbm-t 
munism when so many Western 
leaders seem willing to betray their 
own national interests. His (Begin's) 
pronouncements regarding the 
threat of world Communism are like 
a breath of fresh air and they should 
be ft rallying cry for conservatives, 
indeeed, for all Americana." 

DURING HIS visit to the UJS., and 
even earlier during appearances on 
U.S. television, Begin repeatedly 
took the position that the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state on 
the West Bank could easily fall prey 
to Soviet manoeuvring. Speaking 
last May on "Issues and Answers,' r a 
national televisio n Int erview show, 
he noted that "Moscow wants to take 
the free world by two moves —one in 
Africa with the help of the Cubans 
and roe In the Middle East with the 
help of those who call themselves 
Palestinians/' "Now please note," 
Begin continued, "that MOscow 
already rules Ethiopia, South 
Yemen, and Somalia, and has bases 
in Libya, Syria, and I raq. Should the 
free wo rid allow another base here In 
the heart of the Middle East? I think 
it would be folly.” For those 
Americans who still entertain a 
healthy distrust of Soviet motives, 
and who are critical of what they 
believe to be a failure of will on the 
part of the UJS. to halt the spread of 
Communist aggression, Begin’s 
words are right on target. Conse- 
quently, there has been some con- 
sternation in conservative circles 
regarding President Carter's efforts 
to pressure Israel into a peace settle- 
ment. Congressman Robert Do man 
(Republican of California) — a self- 
portrayed “fan of Israel and a fan of 
Menahem Begin," who has toured 
Israel several times and plans to 
travel there again in October — 
urges President Carter to walk the. 
Golan Heights and visit the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip "before he 
tries to speak as an expert In that 
critical area of the world." "Presi- 
dent Carter has to realize that it is 
not important what makes him hap- 
py or brings a temporary peace or 
makes his foreign policy look good 
for a while, but it is what la impor- 
tant for the exiatence of Israel, "a ays 
Do man. "We're talking about a life 
and death situation. That is why I 
support Menahem Begin's not 
hardline but intelligent-line, 
reasonable-line, the only line thathe 
can take from the military survival 
position."

At Tad Eliahu, we sat behind the 
basket — not really bad seats, but 
only because all the good seats were 
empty. There was no programme, 
score cards, or Information about 
the players. The boys enjoyed 
themselves, but I doubt if there ore 
many normal parents who would 
have spent HU. 00 (the price of four 
tickets) an such an uninteresting 


sporting event 

The next day we went to Ramat 
Aviv to see the swimming events. 
Again, I bought the cheapest tickets 
— ILLS each for standing room. The 
standing room is opposite the grand- 
. stand and between 4 p.m. and 7 p.m. , 
tbe sun is square in your eyes. The 
total lack of consideration for the 
fans that enjoy watching and pay is 
ridiculous. 

My feeling was that the organizers 
did us a big favour by letting us In 
and they couldn't care less if we 
stayed home. 

The most Important part of spec- 
tator sports Is the players, followed 
by tbe fans and then the officials — 
in that order, and not the reverse. 
Since most games in Israel are 
sparsely attended, I would suggest 
that organizers sell tickets in the IL5 
to HUO bracket to youth and reduced 
rate group tickets to kibbutzim, 
settlements and other groups that 
have to travel distances via bus or 
truck. I'm referring to the cheap 
seats at the ends or way up high 
which are Invariably empty. I am 
sure that these youths will enjoy the 
games, become fans and eventually 
grow up to become full price fans.

1EHSTORY OF DEAD SEA WORKS 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I refer to the letter of 
Beinesh Epstein. The history of the 
Dead Sea Works (August 1). Whilst 
credit should be given where credit 
is due to all who assisted and en- 
couraged Novomeysky until he ob- 
tained the Dead Sea concession, Mr. 
Epstein's letter fails to set out the 
facts In their true perspective. 

Novomeysky's interest in the Dead 
“Sea went back to 1906 when the 
report of the German geologist, 
Prof. Blank horn, was brought to his 
attention. Novomeysky was struck 
by the fact that the analysis of Dead 
Sea brine resembled that of the 
Siberian lakes. There Novomeysky 
had frozen salts out of solution, and it 
now occurred to him that it should be 
possible to recover the Dead Sea 
salts by evaporation. 

Novomeysky first visited the Dead 
Sea in 1931. when he made chemical 
and geological investigations, and 


from where he took back samples of 
brine to his laboratories in Barguzin 
on Lake Baikal, where he continued 
bis experiments. 

In May, 1920, Novomeysky left 
Siberia far good, arriving In Tel Aviv 
four and a half months later. From 
that date until he was successful in 
founding the Palestine Potash Com- 
pany in 1930, hls life was one long, 
struggle to obtain the concession for 
Zionist interests. 

Mr. Epstein's statement that 
"Novomeysky was Invited by the 
Americans to enter the scheme" is a 
complete travesty of the facta.lt was 
Novomeysky's scheme from the 
very beginning and he went through 
many trials and tribulations for over 
10 years before he reached his objec- 
tive .

CAR INSURANCE 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I was very sorry tojre ad 
Shloxno Maoz's article of August 
9, about the Increase of compulsory 
insurance rates by about 30 per cent 
over the next six months. We are. 
convinced that these premiums in- 
creases are completely unjustified. 
We believe that the premium for 
compulsory insurance could be cut 
back by at least 20 per cent on the 
basis of available statistical 
evidence. 

For some unknown reason, the 
Supervisor of Insurance persuaded 
the Knesset Finance Committee 
that, for a period of three years from 
inception of the no-fault insurance 
law, premiums should be increased 
according to the cost-of-Uvlng index 
every six months, and that a 
statistical check of such premiums 
should be carried out only after this 
three-year period. This dubious 
Arrangement works to the disadvan- 
tage of the driver who is constantly 
hit by higher premiums. We believe 
that, in this modem computer age. It 


Is possible to carry out a statistical 
analysis concerning the relevance of 
the no-fault premiums every six 
months. It is obvious that the in- 
1 surance companies have now built 
up a reserve of no-fault premiums of 
about HJ00m. 

Another factor which disturbs us is 
that we do not believe that the Super- 
visor of Insurance or any other 
public body has set up statistical 
criteria for determining the 
relevance of the no-fault premiums. 

The insurance companies and the 
Supervisor of hi surance would be 
well advised to advocate a watchdog 
committee which would Include 
representatives of all parties in- 
volved, We fear that, unless action is 
taken promptly, the rancour of the 
drivers is liable to force the Knesset 
to transfer the no-fault insurance to 
some government institution, 'thus 
depriving the insurance companies 
of a major source of their premium 
Income.

[GRANT HOSTEL IN KATAMON

Sir, — hi the light of Judy Siegel’s 
recent article on the Immigrant 
hostel at Katamon "Tet,” you may 
be interested to know about a 
meeting that was held there on July 
.■31. 

Preaent at the meeting were 
representatives of the Jewish Agen- 
cy, the security agency under con- 
tract to the hostel-, the Municipality 
and several immigrant 
organizations. Also present were 
residents and several of the young 
men whose actions touched off the. 
controversy. 

Two significant facts came to 
light: first, neighbourhood youth 
have- been using the hoetel as a 
gathering .place for' the paat nine 
years ; and second, they frequent the 
hostel premises because they have 
nowhere else to. go during their 
leisure hours. 

The situation reached Its present 
state due primarily to deterioration 
in the hostel itself. Formerly, when 
; the hostel enjoyed full-time manage- 
ment efforts were made by the staff- 
; and consequently the Immigrants to 
establish meaningful relationships 
; with the neighbourhood residents. 
Since the hostel lost all effective 
manage m ent and most of its per* 
aonnel, and since organized, ac- 
tivities ceased, new immigrants 
have been Isolated both from (me 
another and alienated from their 
surroundings. 

It must be pointed out here that at 
least two families reported that they 
have, on their own, managed to 
develop friendly ties with the 
neighbourhood youth. They felt that 
It was up to the immigrants to reach 
out to the neighbourhood residents. 
While 1 most Immigrants are very 
sympathetic to the plight of the 
neighbourhood,', they themselves are 
facing no many problems and ad- 
justments that they feel they are hot 
in a position to cope with the 


problems of disadvantaged Israeli 
youth Immediately upon their 
i arrival in Jerusalem. 

1 . At foe meeting, it was agreed that 
the neighbourhood boys would make 
an effort to refrain from using the 
hostel as a meeting place during the 
month 6f August, while represen- 
tatives from the Municipality try to 
1 find them a place of their own, and to 
organize activities for them during 
their leisure hours. Similarly, the 
immigrants agreed to try to get to 
know their neighbours better, and 
not to reject them out of hand. 

Finally, the Jewish Agency 
representative promised to look into 
the matter of restoring to the hostel 
the personnel and services which It 
so desperately needs in order to 
provide the proper setting for the 
successful initial absorption of new 
Immigrants Into Israeli life. 

- A note of caution must be sounded 
in the midst of all these optimistic 
promises: no definite timetable was 
given by any of the parties concern- 
ed for the execution of any positive 
changes.
